Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about fate of her own family, Mrs McGowean collects food and clothing

Tho figures are almost beyond com- 


prehension: perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated in the week since Hurricane Fifl 
slashed across the Central American 
country about the die of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there Is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and are now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E. Crabtree, is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


ized I was getting nothing done/' Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor in Mount Prospect, Edie Elrich. 
Mrs. Eirich began making telephone 
calls. 


"I couldn't believe it. In four hours 


they had filled two station wagons with 
clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken 


to the Honduran Consulate in Chicago, 
but Mrs. McGowean's efforts and the 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers did 
not stop. By Wednesday night the en- 
trance to her home was again being 
filled with clothing and canned goods. 


"The people are so beautiful. Members 


of the Christian Church of Prospect 


Heights called me up to pick up four 
boxes they had for me, and I've never 
heard of them before this. Horsey High 
School officials said they had things lor 
us, too," she said.

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Inflation blamed for increased number of recipients 
Welfare costs, rolls soaring in area

A dramatic increase hi the number of 


Northwest suburban residents on welfare 
rolls Is being reported by township offi- 
cials, who say inflation is the major 
cause. 


Wheeling, Palatine and Schaumburg 


townships have been hit hardest by per- 
sons seeking financial aid. 


Wheeling and Palatine Township offi- 


cials have doubled the amount of gener- 
al-assistance funds to be used for the 
rest of the year. Schaumburg Township 
borrowed money "to keep pace with the 
demand." 


V c r n o n Laubcnstcin, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said "the most 
critical period has been the last several 
weeks because of the economic climate." 
He said there usually is a slowdown in 


welfare applications during the summer, 
but this year, because of the cement 
truckdrivers' strike and other economic 
circumstances, the number of persons 
wanting aid has risen sharply. 


Elk Grove and Maine Township offi- 


cials also report a significant increase In 
the number of welfare applicants. 


Wheeling Township increased Its gen- 


eral-assistance funds to $96,850, almost 
double what was originally appropriated 
for the 1974-75 fiscal year. The township 
has paid $35,364 in general assistance to 
residents since April, the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 


DURING THE PAST four months, the 


township has handled approximately 70 
cases a month, compared with 35 cases It 
handled each month last year, said Jane 
Klatt, director of social services. 


Palatine Township doubled the amount 


of its general-assistance appropriation 
this year in "anticipation of the increase 
In' applicants we've experienced," said 
Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor. 


Palatine township's social worker, Gin- 


ny Johnson, said she does not believe the 
township will need to further increase its 
$39,800 general assistance appropriation 
this year, although she is seeing more 
than 30 assistance cases each month, 
versus the 15 cases she handled each 
month last year. 


Laubenstein said Schaumburg Town- 


ship budgeted $75,000 for general assis- 
tance this year "in anticipation of poor 
economic conditions" but was recently 
forced to sell tax anticipation warrants 
equalling $30,000 for additional general 
assistance. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem, town- 


ship officials say, is the increased 
amount of time it now is taking for state 
and federal assistance program appli- 
cations to be processed. 


The Social Security Administration 


recently took charge of what had been 
the state public-assistance system that 
offered old age and disability assistance. 
The changeover has caused some delay 
in the processing of applications, and has 
required the townships to financially sup- 
port recipients for a longer period of 
time, according to township officials. 


Townships offer general assistance on 


a temporary basis until the resident's ap- 
plication is processed by the state or fed- 
eral assistance agency. The resident re- 
ceives financial support from the town- 
ship for food and living expenses based 


on his needs. When the resident's appli- 
cation lias been processed, he receives 
total suppport from the state or federal 
government. 


"We've got more people applying for 


assistance because Inflation is hitting too 
hard, and we have people on township 
assistance longer because of the delay in 
state and federal applications," Miss 
Klatt of Wheeling Township, said. 


"So the township's assistance to the 


resident is going from a temporary one 
to a permanent one, and th elocal gov- 
ernment is responssble for getting the 
funding to do it now," Miss Klatt said. 


PREVIOUSLY .APPLICANTS would 


receive their first ADC check from the 
state within 10 days. During the interim 
period the township would help the wel- 


fare resident pay for his food, rent and 
medical expenses, she said. The amount 
of financial support a resident receives 
depends on the number of dependents he 
has and his economic situation. 


Now, welfare recipients are waiting 30 


to 45 days for their first welfare check. 
Disabled and aged residents also have 
been slow to receive acceptance into the 
federal government's old age or disabled 
assistance programs "because there has 
been a transition going on between the 
state and federal agencies who administ- 
er the funds," Miss Johnson said. 


One woman in Wheeling Township is 


expected to require local general assis- 
tance funds for as long as 10 months be- 
cause her application for federal funds 
will be delayed, Miss Klatt said. 


$18,329 state grant to cut 
village bus-service losses 


The Village of Wheeling received an 


$18,329 grant Thursday from the Illinois 
Dcpt. of Transportation to defray deficits 
in the village bus service. 


Last June, the village board applied to 


the Public Transportation Division for 
state funding after it was disclosed that 
the bus service lost $28,400 in 1973. 


Tho state-funding program is designed 


lo help cover deficits of public trans- 
portation systems in a six-county area of 
northeastern Illinois.

only $4,600 in 1973, while the cost of oper- 
ating the village bus was $33,000. 


These figures do not Include the cost of 


purchasing the village bus and a shuttle 
bus. Including the payments made on 
those purchases In 1973, the total cost of 
running the bus service was about 
$41,000. 


Passolt declined to estimate how much 


the bus service may lose this year, but 
does say he expects operating costs to 
continue rising. 


While the state funds will not erase the 


entire operating deficit, Passolt said the 
money will ease much of the burden on 
the village. 


He said, however, the village would 


have continued to operate the bus service 
even if the state grant had not been ap- 
proved. 


"At this stage in the game we're not 


even considering the possibility of dis- 
continuing bus service," Passolt said. 
"When the bus service was started we 
committed it to a three-year trial peri- 
od." 


THE VILLAGE BUS, which transports 


residents to and from shopping centers 
and other points in the village, has been 
in operation about two years. 


A village survey earlier this year 


showed the number of passengers had 
tripled, but Passolt said revenues from 
the increase will not significantly affect 
operating losses. As of last May, the

9.98% pay increases 


Custodians in Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 


received salary raises averaging 9.98 per 
cent according to the 1974-75 agreement 
approved by the board of education 
Wednesday night. 


The annual starting salary under the 


new agreement Is $8,195. Other custo- 
dians received raises between $745 and 
$1,000 for this year. The agreement is 
retroactive to July 1,1974. 


The custodians union, Local 11 of the 


Service Employees Union of the AFL- 
CIO, had approved the agreement earlier 
this month. 


number of passengers using the bus al- 
ready had surpassed ridership for all of 
1973. 


Passenger fares range from 25 cents 


for adults to 10 cents for children and 
senior citizens.' Tho survey showed 69 per 
cent of the passengers are children and 
15 per cent are senior citizens. 


Thus, 84 per cent of all bus passengers 


pay only the 10-cent fare. Many students 
take the bus to school from areas that 
are not covered by regular school bus 
service. 


PASSOLT NOTED that at the present 


fares, the village cannot hope to meet 
operating expenses. Village 
officials 


apparently have no intention of raising 
fares at this time. 


The village has been financing bus ser- 


vice with federal revenue-sharing funds. 


Passolt said plans for a commuter- 


shuttle bus service to and from area rail- 
road stations are at a standstill. He said 
nothing has been done with the proposal 
since 52 residents indicated in a survey 
last spring that they were interested in 
the service.

Arlington parks 
get Nike acreage 


President Gerald Ford announced Thursday the official 


transfer of 62 acres of the Arlington Heights Nike Base, Cen- 
tral and Wllke roads, to the Arlington Heights Park District. 
The transfer, one of several announced as part of the nation- 
wide Legacy of Parks Program, brings the park holdings at 
tho site to 65 acres. The land, onco set aside for military 
housing, will be used for a golf course, If park efforts to 
secure additional land are successful. The Army still holds 
about 71 acres at the base which will be used as a 1,000-man 
Reservist training center. The park district last year received 
13 acres of the base located outside the perimeter fence. 


San on nude dancing upheld 


The Illinois Appellate Court Thursday upheld a Lake Coun- 


ty ordinance that prohibits nude dancing in any estab- 
lishment that sells liquor. Cheetah II, a Half Day night club 
charged under tho'ordinance, "will go down fighting if we 
go down at all," Manager Edward Dufoor said Thursday. 
"We intend to appeal this all the way to the U.S. Supreme 
Court if it becomes necessary," he sold. Cheetah II will oper- 
ate "as usual" while appealing the decision to the Illinois 
Supreme Court, Dufoor said. The ruling will not affect several 
other Lake County establishments that feature nude dancing 
but do not have liquor licenses, said Assistant State's Atty. 
Julius Abler of Lake County. 


Jailed youth disease free 


A 17-year-old Palatine youth who reportedly had Infectious' 


hepatitis while housed in the County Jail is free of the disease, 
according to a Cermak Hospital physician. Phillip Johnson is 
not infectious and any liver ailment he has is "In a very 
dormant stage," the youth's attorney said at a preliminary 
hearing Thursday on a burglary charge against Johnson and 
two other youths. The three were bound over to a grand jury.

6up 25% in 3 yrs.' 


Home prices in the Northwest suburbs 


have Increased 25 per cent in the past 
three years, according to a survey taken 
of the Chicago metropolitan region by a 
large real estate firm. And the average 
price of a used home sold in the area has 
increased 9.4 per cent In the past year. 


The survey, conducted by Baird & 


Warner Inc., reflects home prices in its 
30 city and suburban offices between 
July 1973 and July 1974. 


The company said the Increase in used 


home pricing was slightly smaller than 
that experienced between 1972 and 1973, 
when used home prices went up 9.9 per 
cent. But the firm said prices increased 
only 7.7 per cent between 1971 and 1972.

en. He said all information about specific 
candidates will be kept confidential. 


Supt. Kenneth GUI of Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove Dial. 21 has said that he has sub- 
mitted his application for the job. No oth- 
er names of applicants have become pub- 
lic, but it is known that the present state 
superintendent, Michael Bakalis, is also 
a candidate. 


The state school superintendent will 


work for the state board when'it takes 
over responsibility for supervising Illi- 
nois schools in January. Bakalis was 
elected to office in 1970 and will be'the 
last elected school superintendent in Illi- 
nois under the new Illinois Constitution.

A cost-of-living clause provides two re- 


views in April 1976 and April 1977. A 10 
to 15-cent-an-hour increase in wages, de- 
pending on the cost-of-living index, will 
be added to the $1.90-an-hour increase. A 
Jewel Food Stores spokesman said the 
chain reached a separate settlement, al- 
though details of that arrangement were 
unavailable.

Charles Colson 
asks President 
Ford for pardon 
- study request 


Former White House Special Counsel Charles Colson, now 


In prison for a Watergate-related crime, has asked President 
Ford for a pardon, John Hushen,'deputy presidential press 
secretary said yesterday. The one-time political operative for 
former President Richard Nixon was the first of the Water- 
gate principals to seek a pardon since Nixon received a full 
pardon Sept 9. Colson's request was sent'to the Justice De- 
partment for study. Meanwhile, former White House chief of 
staff H. R. Haldeman asked U. S. District Judge John Sirica 
to postpone the Watergate Coverup trial on grounds of "high- 
ly prejudicial" publicity by CBS-TV and the Washington Post. 
The request was denied. 


Pour electric tea kettle brands recalled 
The Food and Drug Administration said Thursday 60,000 


electric kettles, sold under four different brands, have been 
recalled because they pose a potential lead poisoning hazard. 
In two separate announcements, the FDA said it had recalled 
the Hamilton Beach Kettles, Model Nos. 351 and 354; the 
Dominion Electric kettles, Model Nos. 1630,1635-39 and 1656- 
59; and the Toastmaster and Everhot brands, both made by 
McGraw Edison Ltd. of Toronto. 


Health manpower incentives approved 
A House subcommittee on health has approved new federal 


incentives for young medical and dental school graduates to 
work in city slums and rural areas. Chairman Paul Rogers 
said unless the student agrees to work in a medically under- 
served area, ho or she would be required to reimburse the 
government for subsidized scholarship. The payback could be 
$8,400. The student agreeing to work in these areas would be 
guaranteed a $28,000 a year minimum salary. 


Narcotics crackdown in Indiana 


Federal authorities in Hammond, Ind., Thursday began 


rounding up 37 persons, Including three police officer mem- 
bers of a Gary, Ind. street gang, In a major narcotics crack- 
down. By midafternoon 22 persons, including three Gary po- 
licemen, had been arrested. Officials said they expected to 
have all 37 in custody by today. All were charged with con- 
spiracy to distribute and sell narcotics in the Lake County 
area of northwestern Indiana. 


Eastern crash: altimeter off 100 feet 


One of three altimeters on the Eastern Airlines jet that 


crashed Sept. ll killing 71 persons was off by 100 feet, the 
National Transportation Safety Board said Thursday in Char- 
lotte, N.C. Brad Dunbar of the Safety Board said the altime- 
ter was either set wrong or was Jarred Into an Incorrect 
sotting by the Impact of the crash. The two other altimeters 
recovered from the debris were set correctly, he said.

From Rockford to Iran: oil headaches

Amid growing international sparring 


over oil prices, some Illinois motorists 
were threatened Thursday with a remin- 
der of the still-messy gas situation. 


In an action reminiscent of last win- 


ter's gas station crunch, a majority of 
130 Rockford area station operators 
voted to quit pumping at 5 p.m. Saturday 
and stay closed all day Sunday. 


Hie move was in protest of a federal 


order that directed a price rollback at a 
group of stations. Investigators had de- 
termined that the stations had been over- 
charging customers a total of more than 


$91,000 and ordered them to cut charges 
and keep them cut until the overcharge 
is eroded. 
( While that retaliation was threatened, 
two more volleys were aimed at the oil 
companies: 


• Federal Energy Administrator John 


C. Sawhill said he hopes to make six ma- 
jor refiners refund some $40 million in 
excess charges which consumers paid 
earlier this year because of a loophole in 
FEA regulations. He also said he has re- 
jected an additional $292 million in 
claims which refiners planned to use to 
justify future price increases under the 
loophole — a provision written into the 


crude oil allocation rules which in effect 
lets companies recover their costs twice. 


• The Consumers Union filed suit in 


Washington demanding a refund for driv- 
ers who bought no-lead gasoline earlier 
this year before the price was lowered. 
The suit was aimed at the period June 
1-July 10, when no-lead was selling at the 
same prices as premium. 


Meantime, the Shah of Iran — hi the 


strongest reply yet to President Ford's 
attack on skyrocketing oil prices — said 
no country can dictate Iran's oil policies. 


"We will be ready," said the Shah, "to 


provide our energy resources against the 


Westinghouses and General Motors and 
General Electrics and all the other gen- 
erals they have." 


He said Iran was willing to negotiate 


an international treaty tying the price of 
oil to 20 to 30 other commodities, in- 
cluding food. 


At the same time, Venezuela — largest 


supplier of foreign oil to the United 
States — said it may boost taxes paid by 
foreign oil companies higher than al- 
ready agreed to by Arab nations for'the 
rest of the year. Venezuela's price cur- 
rently is below that of Middle East pro- 
ducers.

line. 


The strip runs across the Popp family 


farm property and would connect'the vil- 
lage with the Miller site. 


In turn, the southwestern portion of the 


Miller property would connect with the 
Los Haciendas development in Palatine 
Township, east of Hicks and south of 
Nichols Road. 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Mgr. Dan- 


iel Larson said that annexation of the 
four subdivisions, including Ivy Glen, 
Kassuba Trace and Hidden Creek, would 
not be a "benefit" to the community de- 
spite the potential of a hefty increase in 
the village tax base.

USO: still a welcome sight for GIs

How valuable la the USO? According to 


soldier* at the USO Lounge at O'Hare 
Airport, It Is almost as welcome a sight 
as a three-week leave for home. 


"The USO was one part of the Navy 


that really helped me out a lot," said 
Rick Foster, a 20-year-old Navy veteran 
who was making his last official visit to 
a USO facility after being discharged. 


"it's the first place we'd go to wher- 


ever we were stationed to get Informa- 
tion on places to go and sights to see," 
the Oklahoma City native said while 
waiting, for his flight home. "It's well 
worth its while because It offers you a 
place to go, especially if you're low on 
funds." 


FOSTER SAID the USO lounge at 


O'Hare is one of the nicer facilities he 
has seen. Located In the middle termin- 
al, the lounge Is available to soldiers and 
their dependents, offering entertainment 
and refreshments for passengers be- 
tween flights.. 


"The volunteers put In a lot of time 


and are a great help," Foster said. When 
asked how he would feel if USO stations 
had to close due to lack of funds, Foster 
said It would be a blow to servicemen. 


"I would hate to see them closed be- 


cause the USO is so helpful to service- 
men, especially when you're away from 
home In a foreign country. I hope It 
keeps going." 


Paul Wltxl, an 18-year-old Navy man 


with four months' service behind him 
said he makes use of the USO because 


it's a place where he can relax when he 
has nowhere else to go. The USO, Witzl 
said, is like a "sanction" for a service- 
man; 


BRIAN RUSSELL, an 18-year-old Navy 


seaman, said he can't imagine being in- 
the service without having USO facilities! 
available. 


"I love the USO. Where would you go if • 


it wasn't here," Russell said. "These 
guys would spend all kinds of money if 
the USO wasn't around. I'd hate to think 
of no USDs." . 


Patrons at the O'Hare facility include 


women service personnel as well as fresh 
recruits. Volunteers make an extra effort 
to assist newly sworn-ln service person- 
nel, most of whom are on their way to 
and from Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 


Volunteers at the lounge said most ser- 


vicemen spend some time at the O'Hare 
facility during their layovers et the air- 
port. "It's important for an airport to 
have a USO, especially In a city like Chi- 
cago," one volunteer said. "The USO is a 
welcome spot for soldiers." 


SERVICEMEN constantly stray in and 


out of the USO lounge to watch tele- 
vision, play cards, talk to other service- 
men or get some free food. Volunteers 
said the busiest times at the loungo arc 
Friday nights and Sundays when most 
servicemen are on their way to and from 
stations on weekend passes. 


Not all soldiers make use of tho 


O'Hare lounge, bypassing it to spend 
time by themselves in a waiting area. 


Kevin Dunlap, an 18-year-old Army pri- 
vate from Dubuque, Iowa, sat alone 
Wednesday night in a waiting area of the 
airport terminal within 'eyeshot of the 
red and white USO sign ahead of him. 


Why didn't he go to the USO lounge? 


"I just got off a plane, from a 22%-hour 
flight from Korea and I'm just waiting 
for the time to pass before tny flight 
home," Dunlap said. 


"The USO is in Seoul and we don't get 


to it very often because our division is 
stationed at the DMZ," the soldier said. 
Ho has spent five months in Korea and 
following his 30-day leave, he will be go- 
ing back to the Asian land. 


DUNLAP SAID although he doesn't 


spend much time at USO facilities, he 
nonetheless is taken aback, as were oth- 
er servicemen, at the possibility of clos- 
ing down USO facilities. 


That threat for the moment is not an 


immediate concern for the O'Hare 
loungo with funds available to finance 
operation at least through the end of the 
year. 


Dorothy Conley, director of the O'Hare 


lounge, said the USO conducts a contin- 
uous fund-raising drive because Its oper- 
ation is financed entirely by donations 
from private and community organiza- 
tions. 


For the immediate future, at least, 


Mrs. Conley said she is confident the sol- 
diers' haven at O'Hare will continue to 
have Its doors open and provide a place 
for the peacetime soldier to lay down his 
duffel bag.

Woodfield 76 needs 
a painstaking review 


Woodfield 76 — that massive de- 


velopment planned on the present 
Union Oil property on Golf Road in 
Schaumburg — is an example of 
the type of imaginative, innovative 
project that will enhance the entire 
Northwest suburbs. 


It also represents a potentially 


dangerous situation for the resi- 
dents of Schaumburg whose tax 
money and control over their own 
community may be used for the 
benefit of private developers and 
their grandiose dreams. 


The differences between the as- 


pirations of developers and the pre- 
rogatives of the community tear at 
the heart of large projects such as 
Woodfield 76 and demand the fair- 
est and most rigorous application 
of local powers by suburban gov- 
ernments thrown in the middle. 


We find the Woodfield 76 idea ex- 


citing and bold — a chance to use 
space and prime real estate prop- 
erty for the enrichment of the 
whole region. 


At this early stage in the consid- 


eration of the process, we recog- 
nize that the prestigious names of 
the developers—Bennett and Kahn- 
wellen and Prltzker family — 
should not guarantee automatic ac- 


ceptance of their plan. We also rec- 
ognize this imaginative creation 
should not overwhelm Schaum- 
burg's village government, causing 
their controls over any project to 
be abridged. 


It is disquieting to note, for in- 


stance, that while other developers 
ha\ 
been made to install land im- 


provements on their own and then 
recapture their costs from tenants 
in the form of fees, the reverse is 
true for Woodfield 76. For Wood- 
field 76, the people of Schaumburg 
will pay for things such as roads 
and sewers and then later get their 
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money returned as the developer 
acquires more capital. 


This plan frees the developer to 


use much of his initial money for 
the project itself — but that seems 
an unusual reason to overturn what 
is an accepted municipal practice. 


Other things disturb us as well: 


Woodfield's developers want vir- 
tual control over future devel- 
opment on their site and they want 
a freeze on building fees for the 
long development of their project. 


We are apprehensive of the obli- 


gations of the community to Wood- 
field 76 in revenue bond obliga- 
tions. The developer has said such 
bonding power would be evidence 
of community support of his proj- 
ect. We agree, but we are some- 
what concerned that the interests 
of a private developer would be- 
come so pervasive that the com- 
munity's resources are used for his 
benefit alone. 


It is a delicate thing, the creation 


of a dream from paper to stone, 
and we do not say here that unprin- 
cipled or avaricious men are be- 
hind it. 


Instead, this is intended as a cau- 


tionary note: 


Woodfield 76 or any other large - 


prqject must be kept in per- 
spective. Enormous tracts of land 
can be used but once-in a lifetime. 
Woodfield 76 will become a reality 
based on the plans thus far, but it 
Is the job of the elected officials in 
Schaumburg to see this, fledgling 
project not as a monument to them 
but as an asset — honed to the 
needs of the community. 


All of us in the Northwest sub- 


urbs would benefit from Woodfield 
76 and many of us would suffer 
from it if the plans are not made to 
the specifications of the people who 
will extend their tax money to 
make it happen.

Ford plans one-day stops

WASHINGTON (UP!) - 
President 


Ford will hit the campaign trail In car- 
nest next month, and he plans to endorse 
all Republican candidates. 


But, according to a White House offi- 


cial, Ford will focus his attention on the 
places where he thinks he can assist the 
GOP make the biggest gains. 


Ford's forays around the country will 


be one-day affairs, some Just stopovers 
In a big city to give a boost to a local 
candidate or to appear at a rally. 


"He will be conducting the office of the 


presidency, and will bo doing a little poli- 
ticking on the side," one of Ford's politl- 
cal strategists explained. 


He said that the availability of Air 


Force One makes it possible for Ford to 
return to the White House after an eve- 
ning political event Ho docs not like to 
stay overnight at a hotel, tho official 
said. 


The cost of flying Air Force One will 


be picked up by the Republican National 
Committee when it Is an out-and-out po- 


I 
HUcal jaunt. 


Ford will also be making points for 


himself as he flics around the country. 
His eyes are already on running for his 
own full four year term in 1976. 


Ford got plenty of exposure In the 


eight months he served as vice president, 
so much so that his predecessor, Richard 
Nixon, asked him at one point if he didn't 
think he was tiring himself making too 
many speeches. 


Docs ho ever get tired? "No, never," 


Ford told reporters. 


He refused to comment, but he did not 


try to hide his broad smile when asked 
what he thought of Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy, D-Mass., bowing out of the 1976 
presidential race. 


His own political mentors say Kennedy 


with

problems 


"might have been the easiest Democrat- 
ic candidate to beat." 


On the other hand, Kennedy also was 


viewed u the most "charismatic" candi- 
date the Democrats could have fielded. 


A presidential appearance In support 


of a candidate has many political attrib- 
utes. Ford knows that when he appears 
at a Republican fundraiser, more money 
will flow in and presidential support also 
"energizes the troops." 


"A president always produces a good 


turnout," said the official. 


Ford intends to accent the positive. 


"Even if he's appearing behind a chal- 
lenger Ford will be affirmative," the of- 
ficlal said. "He certainly will not be go- 
Ing around bad mouthing anyone." 


Ford has some fence mending to do in 


his own party. His unconditional pardon 
of Nixon upset the Rlpon Society, liberal 
wing of tho GOP, and ended his honey- 
moon with some liberal Republican law- 
makers. 


On tho other hand, Ford's amnesty 


plan Is not sitting well with some of tho 
conservatives in his own party, although 
he has friendly relations with Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz. 


Ford also was expected to see Gov. 


Ronald Reagan, another conservative 


leader of his party, when he flies to Cali- 
fornia next week to appear before the 
UPI Editors Conference. 


Ford has kept ail the lines of commu- 


nication open since he entered the White 
House. On several occasions he has 
nosed for photographs with Republican 
senatorial and congressional candidates. 


The President already has some 10 to 


15 speaking appearances lined up for Oc- 
tober and more will be added. He will go 
down to the wire, winding up his appear- 
ances on Saturday, Nov. 2, three days 
before the congressional elections. 


Ford also has made several moves to 


restore the power of the GOP National 
Committee outside the White House. 
Throughout the Nixon years, the com- 
mittee was under White House control. 


So far, Ford feels that he can carry on 


his presidential duties full time and still 
back candidates he hopes will support his 
programs In Congress. There is no doubt 
he also sees his political roadwork as a 
basis for his own candidacy in 1076.

Campaign woe: no cash

Cook County's fall election is becoming 


two-sided, but the division is not along 
party lines. 


Money — the green god that makes 


campaigns go — has become the separa- 
tion between the candidates who "have" 
and the candidates whose treasuries 
could qualify them for welfare. 


First, consider some "have nots": 


Alice Ihrig, Republican candidate for as- 
sessor, and Wayne Andersen, GOP can- 
didate for treasurer. 


• At a shared headquarters in the 


Loop — where the rug is worn, the furni- 
ture is rented and the look is battle- 
scarred — paper for the copying ma- 
chine is so scarce that anything that can 
be reused is saved. 


• At a Chicago warehouse, some 32,000 


campaign brochures, the backbone of 
this year's GOP literature, are waiting 
for pickup. The estimated $1,200 price 
tag is too steep, although the brochures 
contain photos and information on the en- 
tire party slate. The campaign material 
is redeemed in 1,000 lots whenever $40 is 
available. 


Observers say it costs $500,000 to run a 


solid campaign in Cook County. Although 
campaign reporting is not required in 
Illinois, State's Atty. Bernard Carey re- 
portedly spent more than $200,000 in his 
campaign two years ago and costs (pa- 
per, advertising, labor, gas and rent) 
have increased since 1972.

Hits truck editorial 


In response to your Herald editorial en- 


titled "Bigger Trucks Threaten U. S. In- 
terstate System," August 28,1 submit the 
following response for your consid- 
eration. 


The new weight law (Section 107 of 


S.3934) referred to in your editorial is an 
effort to carry out recommendations sub- 
mitted to Congress 10 years ago by the 
Bureau of Public Roads. The roads in 
question, our Interstate system, are de- 
signed based on gross vehicle weight, 
number of axles and wheelbase of the 
vehicle. The design of our current roads 
will allow 72,000 pounds on three axles 
(single axles) with a length of 28 feet or 
over 100,000 pounds on five axles within a 
wheelbase of 55 feet with no adverse ef- 
fects. This bill is asking for only 90,000 
pounds. Most current trucking size and 
weight laws were written in 1948. If the 
airlines and the railroads used the same 
1946 equipment limitations, they would 
still be using DC-3s and steam locomo- 
tives. 


There is a new "Federal Motor Vehicle 


Safety Standard 121" ruling that goes 
into effect March 1, 1975 that dictates 
that motor trucks must be able to stop 
within a 12 foot lane as well as or better 
than passenger.cars (based on rate of 
deceleration). This law will now cost 
truck owners over $3,000 for a tractor 
and trailer combination with no increase 
in freight rates or amount of freight they 
can carry. This cost of course must be 
passed on to us, the consumer, unless 
trucks are allowed to haul more freight 
to help offset this added expense. 


Furthermore, trucks account for ap- 


proximately 15 per cent of the total mo- 
tor vehicle registrations and they pay 
over 40 per cent of the taxes contributed 
to the highway trust fund. For the sake

• Authorize township highway com-

• Give township highway commission-

Israeli citizenship and is a self-schooled 
teacher of Hebrew, is divorced, has an 
ailing mother and a 10-year-old son. His 
mother also has applied for a visa to 
leave the Soviet Union and his son, who 
stays with Begun's ex-wife, has said he 
wants to leave but cannot apply for a 
visa until he is 18. 


MRS. WEINSTEIN said she received a 


card from Begun saying he left Moscow 
during the state visit of former President 
Nixon to prevent being arrested by po- 
lice. 


"Whenever there's a state visit, police 


round up all the activists and put them in 
jail for a few days to keep them from 
taking their complaints to the visiting 
head of state," she said. 


The proup had kept in touch with Be-

NEW YORK-Richard S. Salant, presl- 


dent of CBS News, has cautioned news- 
men Thursday not to become a "wolf- 
pack or a lynching mob" because of the 
role of the news media in the Watergate 
affair. 


Salant also called for a period of self- 


examination by the press and suggested 
that the news media did- not disclose 
more about the basic Richard M. Nixon 
before Watergate. 


"It seems apparent that the candidate 


and public figure, Richard Nixon, was 
not the real Richard Nixon," he said. "It 
was our job to cause them more nearly 
to coincide. We didn't do that job." 


SALANT MADE his comments in an 


address before. the 19th Annual Con- 
vention o.' CBS Radio Affiliates in Phoe- 
nix, Ariz. CBS News, and especially for- 
mer CBS White House correspondent 
Dan Rather, had been targets of criti- 
cism from the Nixon administration. 


•Salant told the affiliates "that what- 


ever the hardly unanimous acclaim for 
the contribution of the press in the Wa- 
tergate matter, we are fools if we either 
gloat or sprain our arms patting our- 
selves on the back." 


"Gloating," he said, "is out of order, if 


only because Watergate was a national 
tragedy. And, we are equally fools if 
what happened turns us into a wolfpack 
or lynching mob with a hunting license to 
shoot down whatever crosses out paths. 
Care, accuracy and objectivity remain 
the keystones of responsible reporting." 


SALANT SAID the Watergate affair 


and resignation of the former President 
Aug. 0 should begin a round of self-exam- 
ination by the press.

Broadcasting Co. said Thursday only one 
• network affiliate has canceled a sched-

Tho network's Philadelphia affiliate, 


WPVJ, dropped the episode Wednesday, 
saying It fostered a "false stereotype of 
homosexuals." 


"Our 
standards and practices depart- 


ment looked at the film and found It suit- 
able," a network spokesman said. "The 
Notional Assn. of Brondcasters' code 
also found it suitable for airing." 


He said the network has no control 


over whether affiliates use a program 
that Is offered. However, ho said the 
show may have been characterized un- 
fairly. 


"It Is not a show about homosexuals, 


but about child molestors and the trem- 
ors a youth goes through after being moi- 
sted," the spokesman sold. 
- THE REV. Francis Hlncs, station di- 
rector of advertising and public affairs 
for WPVI, said Wednesday the station 
previewed the controversial episode "In 
light of objections raised by numerous 
.concerned community groups and indi- 
viduals." 
• "It appears to us from the outset of 
this program that Integral to the author's 
original premise Is a false stereotype of 
homosexuals as persons who pursue and 
sexually assault young boys," he said. 
; In the program, a male science teach- 
er rapes a 14-year-old boy. The youth is 
so badly beaten he requires surgery.

Salant also suggested newsmen could

erage of the former president before the 
June n, 1972, break-in at the Watergate 
apartments. 


"If we assume that something went 


wrong with the last administration, one 
can fairly ask whether the press, print, 
and electronic media must have failed 
somewhere before Aug. 8,1974," he said. 


SALANT SAID Nixon,'as the candidate 


in the 1972 election, was not the Nixon of 
the transcripts and Senate and House 
hearings on Watergate. 


"It appears that the American people 


voted for a man they didn't know and 
whom they only could have known more 
accurately through the American press 
— but the press" processes were frustra- 
ted," he said.

Master plan for landscape 
advised by garden experts 


One; two, three — presto, a garden! 
Perhaps it Is not as simple as that, but 


the garden experts at the American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen say that provid- 


ing your home with the proper land- 
scaping is a three-step program, general- 
ly spread over three years, but some- 
times completed sooner. 


New blueberry is outstanding

Elliott, a new blueberry variety that 


has outstanding characteristics for ma- 
chine harvesting, has been released by 
the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture 


(USDA). 


Elliott, which was developed 
by 


USDA's Agricultural Research Service 
CARS), was named for Arthur Elliott, Ot- 
ter Lake, Mich., in recognition of his co- 
operation with ARS and for 25 years de- 
votion to Improving blueberries. Mr. El- 
liott originally selected this variety as a 
promising commercial possibility. ' 


Elliott plants are vigorous, upright, 


productive and winter hardy. The fruit, 
which is bom in loose clusters, is firm, 
light blue, medium sized, mild flavored 
and ripens about 7 to 10 days after 
Lateblue The variety is moderately resis- 
tant to both phases of mummy berry dis- 
ease (Monilina vacclnii-corymbosi), 
which attacks blueberry shoots and fruit. 


Nurseries should have Elliott plants 


available to the public this fall. ARS has 
no plants for distribution. 


Fall yard will save time later

Fall is the time of year when you take 


a good look at the yard and want to turn 
around, shut the back door and go inside 
to watch the new TV shows. 


But if you can spare a little time out- 


side now it will be a big help and time- 
saver next spring when the work rush 
starts. 


The lawn is your first project. Every 


gardening piece you read now will tell 
you to keep mowing right up until the 
grass stops growing. I wish I could say 
no to this, but I can't. The reason for 
mowing right to the end Is to prevent the 
long grass from matting on the surface. 
Long, matted grass on the surface could 
smother the crown and roots of the little 
plants. The crown is that part of the 
plant from which both the blades and 
roots grow. 


This Is also another reason people say 


Let nature help keep your secret 


Just about everyone has some sort of 


secret In the yard that would be better 
kept from public view. Often It's the 
trash cans, sometimes a utility meter, an 
air conditioning unit, a compost pile — 
something that can be an eye-sore In an 
otherwise handsome corner of the world. 


A clever planting of a number of dif- 


ferent kinds of bushes can create a 
screen to conceal the secret, serve as a 
most attractive addition to the landscape 
at the same time, night now Is a good 
time to put the plants In so they will 
begin doing their domestic job when 
their next growing season begins. 


The variety of bushes you uso and 


where you place them depends, of 
cmine, on your own preferences and the 
location In your yard where the secret Is 
kept: however, In most cases a sight-bar- 
rier planting should be one that will grow 
to fair height. Your nursery garden cen- 
ter can provide good advice and instruc- 
tions on the subject. 


The American Association of Nursery- 


men has some planting and care sugges- 
tion* that apply to most of the different 
shrubs you might select. 


The first consideration, the nursery 


spokesmen advise, is the spacing of the 
plants, and this depends on the size they 
will attain when they are fully mature. 


Dig Individual holes for each plant 


slightly larger than the root structure or 
container of the bush (much larger if the 
soil is tightly compacted.) Prepare the 
soil generously with peat moss, leafmold 
or other organic matter that will in- 
crease the moisture-holding capacity. 


Set the plant in the center of the hole 


no deeper than it was in the nursery, 
then replace the soil, packing it snugly 
around the roots. Finally, water the soil 
well to bring it close to the roots. 


Most sight-barrier shrubbery will need 


about the equivalent of an inch of rain- 
fall every 10 days during their growing 
season, but during dry spells they should 
be soaked thoroughly every seven to 10 
days. Be sure the water reaches all the 
way down to the bottom roots. 


You will want to feed the'plants next 


spring with organic or commercial fer- 
tilizer, and your garden center or mail 
order nurseryman can suggest the best 
type of plant food for your needs. What- 
ever you use, the food should be mixed in 
well with the soil around the plant's per- 
imeter according to instructions on the 


package. 


A mulch around the plants will help 


keep weeds out, preserve moisture, and 
add to the good appearance of the area. 
Pine needles, shredded bark, oak leaves 
or leafmold should be spread about two 
inches thick, and it's a good idea to add 
new mulching material each spring. 


to remove any leaves from the lawn. 
They'll mat, too, and cause problems. 
There are a few lawn diseases which, 
believe it or not, grow during winter. 
These will flourish under matted grass or 
leaves. 


But there's a solution to the last mow- 


Ings and leaf removal. Use your rotary 
lawn mower for both Jobs — at the same 
time. There is a suction coming from the 
mower blades and this will pick up the 
leaves and deposit them in the catcher 
bag, along with the clippings from the 
last mowings. It works — I do it all the 
time. In act,'I was able to buy an over- 
sized bag for the mower just for collec- 
ting the leaves in fall. 


I know a friend who uses his rotary 


mower to clean up his vegetable garden. 
He runs the mower over the plot without 
the catcher bag and leaves all the 
chopped-up plant stems on the surface to 
rot and help the soil. He claims that it 
makes the area look better and that his 
soil is improved because he tills in all 
the debris in the spring. 


I have mentioned many times about 


using leaves collected in the fall to make 
a compost pile. When they are chopped 
up a little, which happens when they are 
collected with a rotary mower, they will 
decay faster than if left whole. But, sup- 
pose you don't have the place for a com- 
post pile, what then? You can take the 
chopped-up leaves and place them 
around your shrubs and other plants. 
When they are shredded like this they 
will not mat together as they would if 


left whole. In spring you can dig them 
into the soil — this is on-the-spot com- 
posting. 


Now, there is some plant debris that 


you don't want to put on a compost pile. 
The remains of all your perennials 
should be destroyed. These are plants 
like peonies, day lilies, iris, Oriental pop- 
pies and chrysanthemums. These should 
be thrown out in the waste. They could 
contain some diseases which you may 
not know you have. Certain of these dis- 
eases live over winter in the dead plant 
remains and start growing again in 
spring. Take no chances — throw them 
out. Also, it would be a good idea to 
spray the soil around them — yes, the 
soil. A short burst from an aerosol like 
Raid Rose and Flower Spray will get any 
insects harboring there. This spray also 
contains materials that can help control 
some diseases. 


Roses are pruned In the spring so don't 


do too much with them now. But, if you 
find some stems that grow exceptionally 
tall you can cut them down to about 3 
feet high. Long stems whipping back and 
forth in the winter can loosen the roots 
and result in injury to the swollen stem 
at the base called the bud union — where 
the good rose was budded on to the wild 
rose understock. This is the weakest spot 
on the rose plant. You could also spray 
your roses even if there is no active 
growth and only a few leaves remaining. 
Spray the stems because this is where 
some insects lay their eggs to hatch 
come spring. 


Before any planting is started, how- 


ever, the AAN recommends that a mas- 
ter plan for the entire landscape be 
created. This plan will tell exactly where 
all trees, shrubs and major garden fea- 
tures should be located to give the most 
beautiful overall effect. A local profes- 
sional nurseryman trained in garden de- 
sign can help prepare this plan. 


Once the plan has been developed, 


landscaping a home usually follows these 
steps: 


Planting the "basics" is the first step 


— or first year's objective. This would 
include the trees for shade; those shrubs 
that frame the house, called the "founda- 
tion planting"; and background shrubs. 


Just to make the grounds look pre- 


sentable the first year, many people will 
rush out and purchase any type plant 
and put it in without regard to how it will 
look in the future. 


Selecting the proper "basics" Is impor- 


tant because these are permanent plants. 
It Is wise to seek the advice of a profes- 
sional nurseryman. An AAN nurseryman 
will offer many suggestions of plants and 
varieties that are suited to your home 
grounds, the local climate and, naturally, 
the master landscape plan. 


Another essential of the first "step" is 


the lawn. Like the foundation planting 
and trees, the lawn is also a permanent 
fixture. Many homeowners find it to their 
advantage to have 'the lawn installed by 
their nurseryman to assure its gct'toi? off 
to a proper start. 


During the second year — or ste? — 


the fun features are constructed. The 
patio, terrace or outdoor living room are 
the major additions during this stage of 
garden building. 


Some of these will most likely be "do- 


it-yourselP' projects; others may be done 
by a contractor. But for proper place- 
ment of these features, be sure to consult 
your master landscape plan. 


Step three could go well beyond the 


year allotted for it. This is the final fin- 
ishing of the landscape which some gar- 
deners say has no end. 


In every garden plan there are areas 


set aside for "flower borders" or just 
dotted lines to indicate future "rock gar- 
dens" or "vegetables." Bringing these 
areas from blueprint to reality Is the fi- 
nal step. 


Step three is sometimes never finished. 


Here the gardener has an opportunity to 
exercise great freedom of expression. 


Throughout the three steps in land- 


scaping your home, it is always wise to 
consult your professional AAN nursery- 
man. His advice can often be the differ- 
ence between an "ordinary" garden and 
a place of beauty.

MEANWHILE, in Washington, D.C., 


there lives another Jesuit priest who last 
summer also was called to account by 
his Provincial, in the New England Jes- 
uit Province. 


This Jesuit, the Rev. John McLaughlin, 


was until recently rather politically po- 
tent — as a deputy special assistant to 
the President of the United States. 


Hence he returned to Washington after 


an encounter with his Jesuit Provincial 
in which he apparently overawed his su- 
perior. For in late July, Father 
McLaughlin addressed the National 
Press Club and evoked howls of laughter 
from the pro-Nixon claque he brought 
along when he looked up, in pseudo-beat- 
ification, and declaimed: 


"Since my Jesuit superior has raised 


his eyebrows at my poverty and obe- 
dience ..." 


HE WENT ON to defame House 


Judiciary Committee Chairman Peter 
Rodino as having "lied to the public ... 
tampered with the jury . . . political 
bigotry" — having already maligned an- 
other member of that committee, his fel- 
low Jesuit priest, U.S. Rep. Robert Dri- 
nan, D-Mass. whom Father McLaughlin 
compared to the Sanhedrln. 


"Father Poverty of Watergate" has 


not been dismissed. But Father O'Rourke 
has — because he baptized a little boy. 


Society of Jesus? 
Would Jesus be pleased with the 


Society named for him? Or would he, 
once more, be "much displeased"?

Is God a white racist? 
That, according to William Jones, as- 


sistant professor of philosophy at the 
Yale University Divinity School, Is the 
key question that theologians attempting 
to construct a viable black theology must 
answer. 


So far, he thinks, most attempts at an- 


swering the question of the interpretation 
of racism of God have not been satisfac- 
tory. 


In an essay in a book of readings, "The 


Black Experience In Religion," edited by 
C. Eric Lincoln (Doubleday Anchor), 
Jones looks at the thoughts of three 
prominent black theologians — Joseph 
Washington Jr., James Cone and Albert 
Cleago — and finds they leave the ques- 
tion of God's racism "essentially unre- 
solved." 


"In the light of black suffering... the 


unsavory and, some will say, blas- 
phemous question must be put at the 
outset: is God a white racist?" he said. 
"Once raised, the methodological con- 
sequences are equally clear; a viable 
theodicy must be the first order of busi- 
ness before construction of the rest of the 
theological system can begin." 


THE REASON FOR THIS, Jones be- 


lioves Is the black theologians them- 
selves have made black suffering the 
starting point for their theology. 


Black suffering Immediately raises the 


question of the nature of God. He cites 
Cone's "A Black Theology of Liber- 
ation," in which the theologian says the 
point of departure for black theology Is 
the question: "How do we dare speak of 
God in a suffering world ... in which 
blacks are humiliated because they are 
black." 


"Because of the nature of suffering in 


general and black suffering in particular, 
the question of divine racism cannot be 
avoided," Jones said. 


But, he adds, suffering can express "a 


relation of favor or disfavor" between 
man and ultimate reality." That is, one 
could understand God visiting suffering 
on a people — as with the Israelites In 
the Old Testament era — because they 
were a chosen people through which God 
works out his plan for human history in 
tho vicarious suffering of an elect group. 


AT THE SAME TIME, however, suf- 


fering could also be interpreted as a sign 
of God's disfavor, as a punishment for 
sin. 


"We contend that the peculiar nature 


of black suffering raises the question of 
divine racism; we do not conclude that it 
answers the question," Jones said. 


"We do Insist that black theology, pre- 


cisely because of the fact of black suffer- 
ing, cannot proceed as if the goodness of 
God for all mankind were a theological 
axiom," he adds. 


JONES ALSO contends that the com- 


mitment of black theologians to fashion- 
Ing their theology on the basis of the 
black experience sets up that experience 
as a theological Supreme Court — a 
court obliged to radically examine all 
traditional 
theological concepts, 
in- 


cluding that of God and Christ, "to deter- 
mine U each possesses sufficient 'soul' to 
be included in the emerging black theo- 
logy." 


".The entire tradition must be placed 


under a strict theological ban until each 
part demonstrates Its orthodoxy, the en-

hancement of black liberation," he said. 


For Jones, each of the three major 


black theologians, comes up with an in- 
adequate concept of God, a concept that 
fails to answer the question of God's rac- 
ism. 


But the dialogue initiated by raising 


the question of God's possible racism is a 
crucial one — and one in which white 
Christians have as much at stake as 
blacks.

and the cause? Is there any medication

Ho should bo over that problem. Acute 


means sudden. It also means short. A 
cold Is an acute Illness. A sudden attack 
of appendicitis Is an acuto Illness — no 
doubt you have heard the term acute ap- 
pendicitis. 


Gastroenteritis means Inflammation 


(the "His" part of tho word) of the stom- 
.ach (gastro) and Intestines (enter). A 
common cause Is old-fashioned "food poi- 
soning." Tho potato salad at the commu- 
nity picnic may be loaded with bacteria 
that hnvo grown In number from the 
time tho salad Is made to the time it Is 
eaten. Immediate refrigeration from tho 
time of preparation to time of eating 
helps prevent this problem. Lack of re- 
frigeration for several hours en route or 
while waiting to bo served promotes 
growth of tho bacteria. 


You can have food poisoning also from 


cream pics and similar foods If not kept 
properly refrigerated after cooking. I 
hesitate to cat cream pics, puddings and 
potato salads In public eating places be-' 
cause you never know how old it is or 
how It has been kept. 


YOU CAN GET A bacterial food pol- 


sorting from meat, eggs and other prod- 
ucts. Tho germ salmonella is a major 
cause. Many housewives expose them- 
selves and family unknowingly to these 
bacteria. It is not practical or possible to 
have chicken, eggs and meat freo of . 
salmonella. Cooking destroys the bac- 
teria. 


Tho problem is that the germs get on 


cooking equipment. The cook may use a 
knlfo to clean a chicken or to handle raw 
meat. Then after tho food is cooked and 
free of bacteria she uses the same knife 
or plato that has tho germs on It from 
handling the raw food. This contaminates 
tho cooked food with salmonella. Tho 
rule then is use clean, unused kitchen 
utensils and dishes for cooked food. Don't 
Tiiuo off the fork or knife and use it 
ngaln. Keep the counter and cooking 
areas clean at all times. 


Food also is contaminated by the can 


opener. The pnrt that sticks Into the can 
to do the cutting may bo loaded with bac- 
. tcrla. If you can't regularly clean your 
can opener properly It U a health haz-

ard. So, don't just clean off the top of the 
can, but be sure tho can opener is clean. 


I NOTICED that the head of the Food 


and Drug Administration recently said 
that people are worrying about the 


wrong things in food. The concern about 
possible dangers of food additives is min- 
imal compared to the dangers of bac- 
teria. 


Gastroenteritis can also be caused by 


flu-like illnesses, alcohol and other ways 
of irritating the digestive tract. The acute 
form, though, lasts only a few days. If 
you lose a lot of fluid and salts you some- 
times need help during the illness. Once 
it is over you should be as good as new. 
So your son doesn't need to take any- 
thing. He should be well. But, it is a good 
idea to follow the points listed here to 
help avoid future problems. This applies 
to everyone, not Just your son.

An event for the millionaires 


Now that it's over I can only say that 


the most absurdly overplayed event in 
sports today must be the "competition" 
for the America's Cup. 


I thought the Super Bowl deserved that 


label until I spent the past few months 
watching the way the wire services, 
newspapers, magazines and television 
people covered this yacht race. 


You wouldn't believe how many pic- 


tures crossed this desk on the America's 
Cup—pictures of yachts that all look the 
same anyway or their crews standing 
around posing for the cameras. 


That might bo nice on occasion — In 


color — but hundreds of black-and-white 
yacht pictures just don't grab many 
readers. 


A racing yacht moving steadily In ma- 


jestic grace toward the ocean horizon, 
with sails billowing as they catch the 
wind, can be an Inspiring sight — but not 
every day of the week and certainly not 
In black-and-white. 


There were days when you could ex- 


pect from five to 10 America's Cup pho- 
tographs, and you could have switched 
picture captions and nobody would have 
known the difference. 


For the record, the United States yacht 


Courageous scored four straight wins 
with Australia's Southern Cross to win 
the Cup which has been held by the 
United States for 123 years (how's that 
for competition) and Is considered the 
emblem of International yachting su- 
premacy. 


Whistles tooted, sirens shrieked and 


horns blared as skipper Ted Hood 
brought his boat across the line to the 
cannon's boom in his first battle between 
aluminum hull 12-meter boats. Sounds 
thrilling. 


The Cup was Inaugurated In 1831, and 


Its first heroes Included some of the most 
Influential money barons of the United 
States, names like the Vonderbllts, Mor- 
gan*. I.lptons and Sopwllhs. 


Another American, Commodore John 


Cox Stevens, racing his sailing boat 
America to victory over several British 
boats In August of 1851, made the United 
Stales a world power In yachting com- 
petition. The English, Canadians, Austra- 
lians and French have been perennial 
challengers ever since. 


There Is obvious interest in this event 


— somewhere — but I just can't under- 
stand why there's such a crush of public- 
ity for so long. This is a boat race in the 
horscplaycr's sense of the term, and un- 
der the terms dictated by the New York 
Yacht Club It Is almost totally devoid of 
competition. 


They splash around for weeks of trials, 


and then the United States scores four 
straight wins and It's all over. Consid- 
ering we've held the Cup for 123 years, 
you might say another victory is hardly 
worth breaking out the champagne. It's 
about as exciting as another win by the 
Harlem Globetrotters. 


There Isn't anyone who could convince 


me that this race commands so much 
reader Interest that It necessitates send- 
ing reporters and photographers for a 
summer In the sun on the waves of 
Rhode Island Sound. 


Still there ore papers and magazines 


that assign one or more staff men to the 
story for the entire summer, publish 
lengthy accounts of the trials leading up 
to a selection of the challenger and de- 
fender, and then use columns of valuable 
space for the predictable results.

world of millionaires who arc getting wet 
at play. 


Don't get me wrong. I'm really not 


jealous because I'm not a millionaire and 
don't own a yacht — or even a canoe. 


If I win the lottery I just could change 


my mind, buy a yacht and go for the Cup 
in o year or two. 


The possibilities are enormous. 
I could take the summer off, talk the 


boss Into sending a photographer and re- 
porter to Newport to cover my bid, 
mingle with the other millionaires, be in- 
terviewed by Howard Cosell and Key- 
wood Hale Broun and...

Maybe this America's < Cup-isn't such

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Wilt just gets better with age

MONTICELLO, New York - A pocket 


of applause was heard from behind the 
makeshift stands and folding chairs in 
the Kutsher's Country Club fieldhouse in 
the CaUtill Mountains. Within moments 
the rest of the 2,500 kids and adults here 
erupted In cheers, too, as 7-foot-2-inch 
Wilt Chamberlain, customarily tardy, 
emerged onto the basketball court just 
before the start of the annual Maurice 
Stokes Memorial Game. 


He gripped one huge white sneaker in 


each of his black hands and raised up his 
mighty arms from his massive torso as, 
on contrastingly thoroughbred-thin legs, 
he lightly traipsed across court on stock- 
ing feet. 


His small laughing eyes on his familiar 


mustache-and-goateed face said that he 
was enjoying, as always, being center 
stage—and mischievous. 


This was the game that included NBA 


aad ABA stars and rookie*, from Jo Jo 
White to ten Elmore, and Is played here 
each year in honor ot Maurice Stokes, 
former NBA Handout who was injured 
years ago in a league game, became par- 
alysed aad died in 1970 alter spending 
the rest of his life In a wheelchair trying 
to regain his speech and bodily move- 
menu. 


Wilt makes this game every year, 


for Stokes* memory and for the fund for 
old basketball players that the money 
goes to, and because he feels a sense of 
loyalty to Kutsher's, which employed 
him as a summer bellhop, the largest in 
history, when ho was a senior in high 
school. 


This game was all the more surprising 


for Wilt to make since ho had not played 
In a game in over 16 months, the last one 
being when ho was the Los Angeles 
Laker center in the 1973 LBA finals. 


The next season he went to San Diego 


of the ABA, as coach and player. But a 
chink in his Laker contract prevented 
him from playing for San Diego for one 
year. 


In this Stokes game, of which he 


played 24 of the maximum 40 mlmttes 
(presumably to test himielf), he dis- 
played the same formidable abilities of 
bygone days, his muscular, un/at body 
sweating from voluminous pores.

gone, Incredibly enough, since only a 
year ago tho regal old lion was still 
chawing up and spitting out some of the 
game's better young players — a full 
quarter of a century after he had first 
won the U.S. Open title at age 20. Then 
one day he concluded that his bones ach- 
ed just too much to go on. 


A blue-blazered official now appeared 


before tho reclining Gonzales, and quiet- 
ly, solicitously began to explain to 
"Panch" how Gonzales would ceremo- 
niously be introduced to the crowd. 


Never moving, Gonsales suddenly 


broke in. Smiling — one had to take no- 
tice of Pancho's yellowing but itill sharp 
teeth — Goniales hissed, "The last thing 
a player wants to do before a match is 
talk." 


From within those aging pouches, Pan- 


cho's brown eyes flashed. His jawbone 
jumped. The scar on his left cheek glis- 
tened. The official recoiled, and dis- 
appeared In a puff. 


"My God," exclaimed a woman in the 


stands, watching Gonzales now playing 
Torben Ulrich, "he is still beautiful." 


And his passion irrevocable. After hit- 


ting his fluid, booming serve Gonzales 
still attacks tho net, only a little less so. 
His catlike reflexes still permit him to 
pounce upon nearly every return, only a 


little less so. And he can still play coyly, 
only'a little more so. 


He chanced now to see in the stands 


the Rumanian Ilie Nastase, a protege In 
more ways than one. Nastase, in his- late 
20s, has hair as long as Gonzales', but 
blacker. His temper is as terrible and 
notorious as Gonzales'. And Pancho has 
been his mentor and hero. So Natase, 
drawn as in a kind of pilgrimage, stops 
on his way to a match on a nearby court 
to briefly view Pancho in action. 


It is early in the second of a maximum 


three sets (it is assumed' by directors 
that the standard five sets is too grueling 
for "old timers"). Gonzales won the first 
set but is losing this one. 


Pancho smiles at Nastase and points 


with Ms racket to a spot on the court. 
Nastase nods back. Ulrich, the bearded,

Goniales swats a back- 
hand cross court and out of Ulrlch's 
reach. Nastase laughs and clasps and 
says, "Go father." 


Gonzales points again, to a different 


spot. Ulrich watches Gonzales with dis- 
taste. One is reminded of how Gonzales, 
the savage competitor, had always tried 
to unsettle a rival, using everything 
down to, as now, a form of disdain. Rod 
Laver once summed up the feeling of 
most of the other players toward Gon- 
zales. "He's an absolute jerk," said La- 
ver. 


Whack went Gonzales' forehand pass- 


Ing shot. Ulrich lunged and missed. Gon- 
zales looked into the stands and shrug- 
ged. Nastase laughed, applauded again. 
"He's crazy," said Nastase, reverently. 


"He always tells me how to hit those 
shots, and now he tells me again, then 
shows me. It is like saying, 'If an old 
man like me can do it, you can do it, 
no?' ", Gonzales kept roaring back, 
sometimes literally once giving an um- 
pire hell as of yore on a questionable, 
unfavorable call. The display of en- 
flamed spirit was also Instructional for 
Nastase. Gonzales has told Nastase and 
others how he came about that unquen- 
chable drive. "I never had the killer in- 
stinct until I turned pro and played. Jack 
Kramer on tour in 1949," Gonzales says. 
"Kramer boiled me in oil. He beat me 17 
straight times, unmercifully. And then 
when I won one he got enraged. It was a 
lesson in competitiveness for me." 


After defeating Ulrich, Gonzales, his 


long hair now stiff with sweat, said he 
felt fine but very tired. "Older guys like 
us don't like to bend much anymore," he • 
said with veteran charm, "and in that 
second set the ball sometimes got blurry, 
especially when I went to the net." 


Gonzales wiped his dark wrinkled brow 


with his white wristband. "Tennis is stUJ 
fun," he continued, "until the second set. 
Then it becomes a strain. I know there 
are two types of tennis, social tennis and 
competitive tennis. But for me there is 
just one. When I'm in a match I still 
don't know any other way than to play to 
win." 


Then the old lion, with gray mane held 


high, ambled out of the sultry sun. He 
disappeared into the cool of the covered 
grandstand where he could loll away the 
rest of the day, licking his chops.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - For Mary 


'Malone, It was a moment of deeply mix* 
ed emotions when her son Moses signed 
that pro basketball contract for an esti- 
mated $3 million and became the first 
.player to skip college and go directly 
. from high school ball to the pros. 


It was a moment of relief since their 


.four-room apartment In that wobbly-look- 
ing wooden building In Petersburg, Va. 
would no longer be under siege from the 
300 plus college recruiters and at least 
two pro team smoothies. 


II was also a moment of unarticulated 


anxiety tince Moses Is only 19, hadn't 
been away from home much, and would 
now be entering worlds unknown to both. 
Also, she and Mosw, her only child, had 
lived lion* together for the last 17 yean, 
ilnce her huiband left home. 


Mrs. Malone Is a woman of unremar- 


kable sin, but of solld-checkboned, 
unastonlshed demeanor. She is a black 
woman of the South who has seen incred- 
ible changes in this country, starting 
from the year before Moses was born, 
when the Supreme Court passed the 
Brown vs. Board of Education ruling dis- 
allowing segregation in the schools and 
opening doors to Integration in all areas 
of life. 


And nothing at her Morning Star Bap- 


tist Church, which she attends regularly, 
prepared her or Moses for these 300 men 
bringing everything from myrrh to In- 
cense, to, most of all, gold. 


You make a better basketball player, 


however, and the world beats a path to 
your door. 


At one point, Motes had to devise tlg- 


naU with friends, In order to answer his 
door at alt: knock four times, pauje, 
knock twice, pause and knock three more 
times. 


Once, a friend screwed up the signals, 


but finally got in through the window, 
only to find the 6-11 Mosea hiding under 
his bed. 


After the New York press conference 


at which Moses announced he had signed 
with the Utah Stan of the American Bas- 
ketball Association, Mary Malone, wear- 
Ing demure white earrings and a red car- 
nation In her green dress, talked quietly 
about Moses and their life and their fu- 
ture. 


"I told Moses," she said, "that if he's 


happy, I'm happy. It's his life. He has to 
do with it what he wants." 


For years she did odd Jobs at a home 


for elderly, wealthy women, earning a 
maximum of $39 a week. 
"'I always saw to it that Motes had 
food on the table and a shoe on his foot," 
the said. "We never had much savings, 
never more than S25 in the bank — and 
that was In cue he got sick and I'd have 
enough to get him to the doctor." 


Today, she works in the local Safeway 


supermarket, where she wraps and 
stamps meat, for a salary of $135 a 
week.

Some- 
times, when money ran low, they'd bring 
her food. 


She was asked how It felt now to be the 


mother of a millionaire. 


"I just feel good to be a mother," she 


said. 


She tayt that she does not see great 


changes In her life; she will remain at 
her job for the time being and the does 
not feel she hat become any kind of ce- 
lebrity. ("I'm just like other folks, al- 
ways have been. No better, no worse.") 


It is rumored that Mosea will buy her a 


house. But she will not confirm that. 


She seems not to be a domineering 


mother. She let Moses make his own de- 
cisions, with the help of Washington, 
D.C. lawyer-advisers, Donald Dell and 
Lee Fortress, who handle several ottier 
athletes, including Arthur Ashe (the 
black tennis star who grew up in nearby 
Richmond, Vs.) 


Blacks in her day in the South rarely 


got a chance to enter college. It was a 
thrilling prospect for her to have Moses 
so wooed, but blacks in her day rarely 
had a million dollars either. So either 
way it seemed that life would be sweeter 
for her and her son than she ever might 
have allowed herself to hope or dream. 


Yet she is not unaware of the possible 


corruptions that wealth could work on 
the soul. 


When asked if her recent prayers have 


been answered, she thought for a mo- 
ment, and then said without smiling, "I 
think so."

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A season of indignities 
for suffering 
Cubs9 fan

NEW YORK - (NBA) - A breath- 


takingly humdrum event recurred In 
1974. For the 29th consecutive baseball 
season, the Chicago Cubs failed to win 
the pennant. And they nave again sunk 
to the cellar. 


They may even be beginning a chal- 


lenge to the major league record for 
most consecutive seasons ending In the 
second division, 20, held by these same 
unblessed Cubs, from 1947 through 1966. 


There seems little question that the 


Cubs will eventually beat the Phillies' 
National League mark of most con- 
secutive pennantlcss seasons, 35, and 
then burrow ever onward to the major 


* league nadir of 43, held by the entombed 
St. Louis Browns. 


A Cub fan knows nothing It Inconceiv- 


able, particularly when It comet to his 
eminently vanqulihable Cubblei. 


Just this season alone, the Cubs dis- 


covered ever more creative ways to lose, 
something they have done (losing, that 
is, creative or otherwise) nearly 2,500 
times since I began following them in 
1W8 at age 8, from my second-floor flat 
on the West Side of Chicago. In one game 
this season the Dodgers won when their 
base runner scored from second because 
the Cub catcher was backing up first and 
the pitcher forgot to cover home plate. 


Another time, the Cubs had a Cardinal 


runner trapped between third base and 
home. The catcher chased the runner to- 
ward third, then tossed to the third base- 
man. The catcher's momentum carried 
him past the runner, unfortunately, and 
(he Cardinal then scored the winning run 
since home plate had been vacated. 


The Cubs' beat player, Billy Williams, 


was put out of action when he spiked 
himself while trying to beat out a 
grounder. 


Indignities multiplied. The Cubs have a 


relief pitcher named Oscar Zamora. Oth- 
er teams ting a song about him, which 
goci: "When tte pitch Is so fat/That the 
hall hits the bat/That's Zamora." And 
Oscar happens to be the Cobs' best relief 
pitcher. 


Added indignities: Lou Brock may be 


the National League's Most Valuable 
Player. The Cubs traded him to the 
Cards In 1964 for pitcher Ernie Brogllo, 
who never recovered from the trade or 
his sore arm. 


Speaking of honors, Ferguson Jenkins 


may be the Cy Young Award winner. 
The Cubs peddled him lost season to 
Texas, after Jenkins failed for the first 
time In seven seasons to win 20 games. 
The two guys he was traded for have 
both spent most of the season recuper- 
ating from torn ligaments. 


Possibly the single greatest Cub feat 


this season was performed by pitcher 
Bill Bonhatn. He struck out the side In a 
game. When a Cub pitcher strikes out 
the side, it's a record. No kidding. The 
catcher dropped the third strike on the 
second batter, who reached first safety. 
So Bonham had to strike out four guys in 
the Inning. 


Cub catcher George Mltterwald hit 


three homers In one game this April, and 
lili only three homers more by late Sep- 
tember. This It symbolic of the Cabs be- 
cause so often they start swiftly, then 
nosedive tike Evel Knlevel's iky-cyele. 


It has been an incredible thing to fol- 


low the Cubs. Few realize the Cubs once

Well, Chicago fans can still savor the

Sharon O'Slica was Introduced to quilt- 


ing quite by accident three years ago 
through home sewing men's ties. Actual- 
ly it wasn't the sewing that particularly 
interested her. Rather it was all the ma- 
terial left over. What to do with it? 


"Cutting ties on the bias the way you 


have to do, leaves many little scraps," 
said Miss O'Shea, who saved all the ex- 
cess material from her tic-making, cut it 
into small squares and l.':cn fashioned 
patchwork pillows and coverlets. 


Sharon, however, wasn't the only one 


In the neighborhood making ties. Many 
of her friends were doing it, too. Anxious 
to help they obligingly presented her 
with nil their left-overs. 


DECIDING SHE HAD all the patch- 


work spreads, toilet scat covers, toys, 
purses and pillows she could ever possi- 
bly use herself, Sharon went into part- 
nership with Peter and Mary Gerstel and 
the three of them, all from 
Buffalo 


Grove, hepan making up patchwork kits 
which they sell through The Walrus in 
Dccrfield. They call themselves "The 
Quilt Kicis." 


A former high school English teacher, 


Sharon is currently teaching quilting 
through the- adult education program of 
Maine Township. She also presents work- 
shops for area organizations and apart- 
ment complexes. This time of year she 
features a "Country Christmas" quilting 
workshop that focuses on patchwork dec- 
orations for the holidays. 


She maintains that quilting is one of 


the easiest njcdlccrafts to.lcarn and do. 


"There is only one stitch involved 


and tint's the running stitch. Once that 
has been explained and you take a few 
hours out to practice and perfect it, you 
really won't have any trouble," she said. 


MOST PEOPLE EXPECT quilting to 


be more difficult, Sharon believes, sim- 
ply because they are used to seeing his- 
torical pictures of pioneer women all 
gathered around a huge frame working 
on one quilt together. 


"Quiltinr; can easily be done one sec- 


tion at n time alone by just using a regu- 
lar embroidery hoop," she continued. 


There are even patterns available for 


largo coverlets called "Quilt as You Go." 
The quilt is broken up into separate 
squares which are first completed, then 
sewed together. 


The popularity surge 
in quilting, 


"which will soon be reaching its peak" in 
Sharon's opinion, can be explained by the 
nostalgia craze, the rapidly expanding 
craft market and today's emphasis on 
ecology and recycling of material, she 
says. 


"ONE OTHER ASPECT. I feel, is with 


the women's movement coming more 
into focus and a better regard developing 
for women altogether, quilting is more 
appreciated. 


"It's always been done by women. And 


AT A RECENT quilting workshop 
Sharon O'Shea, 
scissors in hand, 


watches Susan Grenier as she prac- 


tices the running stitch, basic stitch 
used in all quilting, whether it be ap- 
plique, patchwork or trapunto style. 


sure, it's always been considered nice, 
but never given any real value before." 


Sharon, who admits that quilting is 


time-consuming, draws a clear dis- 
tinction between what is difficult and 
what just laborious. Quilting for the most 
part is the latter. 


"A person wanting to make a full-size 


quilt should expect to put in at least a 
100 hours of work," said Sharon, adding 
that she can complete a baby blanket in 
two days, working a full eight hours each 
day. 


"But quilting doesn't necessarily have 


to be difficult. The nine-patch pattern, 
composed of nine little squares, is an 
easy one. Young girls were often taught 
with it," she~said. 


The more intricate wedding ring pat- 


tern, one of the better known ones, is 
best left to the Intermediate quilter, Sha- 
ron feels. 


"PATTERNS BECAME popular and 


were handed down when women used to 
get together for a quilting bee," ex- 
plained-the craft expert. "Now quitters 


work more or less independently." 


Most patterns are based on the simple 


square which is subdivided into smaller 
squares, cut diagonally to form triangles 
and combined to develop such geomet- 
ric shapes as the hexagon and diamond. 


Patchwork, where separate pieces are 


sewed together to form the entire back- 
ground, is currently one of the most pop- 
ular quilting pastimes, though there are 
other techniques, such as applique, 
where a design is sewn onto a solid piece 
of background, and trapunto, which is 
much like applique but has a raised ef- 
fect achieved with extra padding. 


1 Quilting as an art form Is becoming 
increasingly recognized. American gal- 
leries and museums are continually ad- 
ding to their collections though unfortu- 
nately they're rarely put on display. 


"THE 
TROUBLE IS they really 


haven't devised a safe system of exhib- 
iting since nothing is ever supposed to be 
touched . . . which with quilting Is hard 
not to do," said Sharon. "So they just 
keep them tucked away and folded up, 
which I think is a real shame." 


High prices indicate the great demand 


for old quilts. Even those with holes are 
being bought by fashion-conscious wom- 
en who cut away damaged parts and 
make the remaining pieces into a coat or 
short jacket. 


"The nice thing about quilting is you 


can pick up remnants here and there. 
Particularly with contemporary quilting 
it's not even necessary to use all cotton. 
You can work in your corduroys, felts 
and even satins," Sharon continued. 
"But then it's a more artistic endeavor. 
You're not worried about practicality, 
whether or not it's washable, for in- 
stance." 


"BED COVERS AND clothing items 


that are made to be used and worn are 
better made out of cotton though 100 per 
cent cotton is almost impossible to find 
anymore," she added. "I usually buy a 
cotton blend." 


A"fabric-cholic" is what Sharon calls 


herself. "I buy a little of everything 
wherever I can find it. I have a whole 
suitcase filled with half yards of any- 
thing you'd want."

vcl autographed skycyclcs, 
1,773,000 


Gremlin atitos with all tho works or 
£6.800,000 copies of Playboy magazine. 


And It's possible that $7.1 billion repre- 


sents Just 10 per cent of all gambling by 
an American citizenry which bluntly de- 
mands tho existence of Right to Bet. 


So sports betting, almost entirely Ille- 


gal, ranks high on tho American totem 
polo of big business. 


It's bigger than Abo.Glbron. love, pros- 


titution, Jesus freaking, the Indianapolis 


on how to be successful at it 


600 or General Motors. 


Big enough to deserve a book. 
So one has been written. 
By n guy who lost bundles of money, 


plus n couple pretty fancy jobs, because 
he couldn't figure the horses quite right. 


Kclso Sturgeon and the editors of 


Sports Action magazine have given us 
"Guide to Sports Betting" (Harper & 
Row, $9.95). 


LOVE THAT NAME . . . Kclso Stur- 


geon. Kclso was a great horse, the all- 
time leading money winner. A sturgeon 
is n fish. Therefore, a horse with fins. 


Our Kclso used to draw his paychecks 


alternately ns public relations director 
for Churchill Downs, tome plate for the 
Kentucky Derby and at the Laurel 
racetrack In Baltimore, Md. 


But when times got tough, Kclso 


turned toward menial labor. He wrote a 
book. And it's a pretty decent effort, 
definitely worth reading if you're at all 
serious about betting. 


Legalized 
betting centers entirely 


around horse racing, unless you're in 
Nevada where people jingle their for- 
tunes away. 


But horses don't even make the list of 


top money attractions in this lucrative 
field. The National Football League Su- 
per Bowl stands unchallenged as the 
single largest money monster. Base- 
ball's World Scries counts more dollars 
because it lasts at least four games. 


Next In line are college football's bowl 


games, college basketball's playoffs and 
the National Basketball Association fi- 
nals. Horse racing makes the list some- 
place. 


Kclso's book is not tough reading, 


even though the more technical aspects 
could have made it n drag. Kclso pro- 
vides tips on betting football, basketball 
and baseball. 


DOWN THERE IN chapter 7, after 


he's finished off the minor stuff like jai 
aloi, hockey, boxing and tennis, Kelso 
jumps Into nearly 75 pages of horses. 


But football is America's betting fa- 


vorite, so let's talk gridiron betting. Of 
course, some teams, like the recent 
vintage Miami Dolphins, will clean up 
on just about everybody. Ttvn pn->in, 


betting the Dolphins to beat Chicago's 
Bears won't make you much money. 


So you've got to know the angles. Like 


road victories. Over the past five NFL 
seasons, Tom Landry's Dallas Cowboys 
have the league's best winning per- 
centage away from home. It's a whop- 
ping 74.2 per cent and makes Dallas the 


only club over 70 per cent on the road. 
So take the Cowboys over most any- 
body. 


How about weather? Can mediocre 


Los Angeles beat mediocre Minnesota 
or Green Bay in 10-degree weather? 
Probably not. In fact, they might get 
clobbered. So when everything else 


looks even, bet on the cold weather 
team. 


What about experience, especially in 


early season games? Will aged Wash- 
ington beat any club which starts a bulk 
of rookies and second year men? It 
might be close, but take the Redskins. 


COACHING? SOME people are win- 


ners; some aren't. Paul Brown of Cin- 
cinnati has proven over 23 years that he 
wins games. So even up against a 
rookie coach, take Brown's team. A 
critical decision for the new coach is the 
same old thing for Brown. 


You get the idea? In football, or any 


sport, you've got to know all the angles 
to make really big money. Could the 
New York Jets have beaten Baltimore 
in their famous Super Bowl if Joe Nam- 
ath hadn't quartcrbacked? The answer 
is who was Namath's back-up . .. does 
anybody remember? 


So what Kelso Sturgeon so effectively 
points out in "Guide to $ports Betting" 
is that you must know your market be- 
fore placing the money. It's like stocks, 
only you're also dealing with the hu- 
man factor which can throw all the 
best logic off base. 


Sturgeon makes a couple points that 


musn't be overlooked. Know your book- 
maker! If you're placing large sums on 
the line, can he pay off? And if he's got 
any smarts, you can bet you've been 
thoroughly investigated. 


KNOWING THE 
ODDS, 
injuries, 


weather, coaching factors, home field 
advantage and past records doesn't 
mean a thing if your bookie skips town. 


Sturgeon makes this 
assumption 


about the successful bettor. He's a man 
with "... a little common sense and 
the ability to think ever so slightly." 


Now I understand why so many 


American bettors are broke.

When Ron Ford turns 19 In January, he 


might have an easier time of it. He likes 
to sing, mostly folk rock and ballads, and 
right now the pubs and lounges are off- 
limits. 


Driving the Bookmobile for Arlington 


Heights Memorial Library since he grad- 
uated this past spring from Arlington 
High School, Ford sings whenever he 
gets the chance — at coffee houses, par- 
ties and even weddings.

Every 45 seconds, on the average, fire 


breaks out In a homo. Every 44 minutes 
fire claims a life. 


The highest death rate by fire at home 


Is among persons 65 years of age and 
older. The second highest Is among chil- 
dren under five. 


"Project Rescue" alms to help cut 


deaths by fire In these groups — each 
relatively helpless under conditions of 
fire at home. 


The llfcsavlng public service program 


Is sponsored by the National Association 
of Insurance Agents (NAIA). 


Bernard J. Burns, president of the 


NAIA, says the program Is the first na- 
tional one designed to provide greater 
protection to the lives of Infants and the 
elderly In the event of fire or some other 
emergency In the home. 


Project Rescue alerts firefighters to 


the area of a homo In which a priority 
search should be conducted to rescue 
those persons who are least able to help 
themselves. 


TIHS IS DONE by means of special 


high visibility decals that mark the win- 
dows of rooms which house infants, the 
elderly or infirm. 


Children are easily terrified in emer- 


gencies and too often seek shelter under 
the beds and In closets. Older persons, 
similarly, become confused and are help- 
less. Unless firemen know they are in the 


home — and where — valuable time is 
lost. All too often, the lost time adds up 
to a lost life. 


The decals on the bedroom windows of 


the young and elderly gives immediate 
information at the scene of a potentially 
disastrous situation even though no other 
members of the family is present to In- 
form and direct. 


Burns said if Project Rescue has not 


been set up in your locality, you can ob- 
tain the free orange, white and blue de- 
cals by writing to the National Associ- 
ation of Insurance Agents, 85 John St., 
New York, N.Y. 10038. 


The best strategy, of course, is to pre- 


vent fires. Some tips from fire pre- 
vention experts at the National Safety 
Council: 


• Never store gasoline In the home or 


garage. The fumes of gasoline have the 
explosive power of dynamite. 


• Make sure that other volatile liquids 


are stored and used in well-ventilated 
areas. 


• Keep attics, basements and storage 


areas free of combustible materials, in- 
cluding newspapers, magazines and 
rags. 


• Check electrical cords to see that 


they are In good condition. Watch for 
dried and cracked wires and plugs. 


• Do not overload electrical circuits. 


Spread the load or have a qualfled elec- 
trician install new lines. Do not in- 
discriminately increase fuse amperage to 
accommodate additional appliances. 


• Never leave a stove unattended, par- 


ticularly when using cooking oil or broil- 
ing fatty meats. Keep a box of table salt 
or baking soda nearby. 


• Do not leave cigarette lighters or 


matches where children can reach them.

Every 13 seconds, a burglar steals 


someone's property. Every 45 seconds a 
homo burns. No one expects such dis- 
asters, but most homeowners insure 
against them anyway. It's a comfortable 
feeling to know you're protected. 


But are you? 
"Insurance is only the first step. Un- 


less you are prepared to give an accu- 
rate description of your property losses, 
you risk denying yourself full benefit of 
tho Insurance you buy," warns Robert R. 
Buoll, vice president of Fireman's Fund 
American Insurance Companies. 


Essential to proper insurance protec- 


tion, he says, is an Inventory of personal 
property. 


OF COURSE, you'll remember the big 


things — the piano, the elaborate stereo 
system, the antique piece you scrimped 
and saved to buy. But what about the 
myriad other possessions — tho books 
and records and linens, kitchen and din- 
Ing ware, the new slipcovers, the chil- 
dren's things... 


As a test, take just one room of your 


homo and try to list from memory every- 
thing In it And then try to remember 
when it was purchased, and at what cost. 


You can't do it. And If you can't do it

Inventorying is the 
better way, and the sooner you start, the 
better. Once you have a basic inventory, 
It's just a matter of remembering to en- 
ter purchases as they are made.

of all property owned, an inventory 
should include: 


• Type of property. 
• Make, model, slxe and color. 
• Date of acquisition. 
• Original cost. 
• And, in case of theft, the location of 


; personal Identification markings, such as 


"Operation Identification" numbers. 


Tho Inventory, Buell says, has three 


Important uses. It helps people reman* 


• her the property they have, it helps es- 


tablish actual cash value of the property, 
and It gives police a tool In recovering 
and returning stolen property and to con- 
victing the thief. 


"Most insurance companies," accord* 


ing to Buell, "base payments for proper- 
ty losses on an Item's actual cash value 
— the replacement cost at date of loss, 
minus an amount for depredation."

While insurance companies will try to 


help, he said, it Is up to the policyholder 
to establish the age and replacement cost 
of the item. If he can't, the values can 
only be estimated and that could result 
in recovery of less than actual cash val- 
ue. 


BUELL SUGGESTS an inventory 


should Include also the account numbers 
of all credit cards, along with informa- 
tion on where loss should be reported 
and receipts to document the value of 
unusually expensive items. 


The Inventory should be updated regu- 


larly, and a copy of it should be kept in a 
safe deposit box or other safe place away 
from home, where it won't be destroyed 
by fire should one occur. 


While the property inventory will be a 


big help in expediting insurance claims 
for easily replaced property, Buell said, 
other steps should be taken to protect 
and expedite claims for items that, be- 
cause they are unique, have no easily 
calculated actual cash value. 


Owners of items such as Jewelry, furs, 


paintings and antiques, he said, should 
take these additional steps: 


• Have the items appraised in writing 


by an expert. 


• Photograph the items. 


Buell says a stated amount of coverage 


for personal property — usually about 
half the amount of insurance on the 
dwelling — is included in homeowners' 
policies, with certain limits on certain 
items. Unusually expensive and unique 
Items also may be insured under the 
same policy, he explained, as "scheduled 
items." Each such item and its value is 
stated in the policy, leaving little ques- 
tion about the amount paid in case of 
loss. These policies also include "off 
premises" coverage against property 
losses that occur away from the home; 
for example, luggage lost while trav- 
eling. 


He recommends, "Add up the total ac- 


tual cash value of all property owned, to 
make certain your Insurance policy's 
personal property limit Is adequate."

for in towels 


So dazzling Is the choice in towels to- 


day we sometimes forget a towel's 
primary function is to absorb moisture 
from wet skin. 


What towels do this best? Not neces- 


sarily the most expensive. You can be 
just-as-dry for not-so-hot prices. Here's 
what to look for. 


GROUND WEAVE. That's the weave 


you can most readily examine in the bor- 
der where there's an area without loops. 
The ground weave should be closely and 
firmly woven to hold the loops securely 
in place and give the towel strength. A 
well constructed ground weave shows a 
regular pattern of tiny points of light 
when you hold it up to the light. 


SURFACE LOOPS. The more loops the 


better the drying power. But watch out 
for loops that are too long; they tend to 
snag and pull. Loops made of large 
yarns are more absorbent than small- 
yarned loops. Even the twist affects ab- 
sorbency; loosely twisted yarns are more 
absorbent than the tightly twisted varie- 
ty which make the texture crisper but 
less absorbent. 


EDGES. Selvage edges should be uni- 


form and tightly woven, fringed borders 
thick and uniform in length and the plain 
area above the fringe tightly woven. Wo- 
ven borders should be tightly and evenly 
woven and firmly secured on the under 
side. 


WEIGHT. The size of the yarn, number 


of loops and compactness of the under- 
weave determine the weight and thick- 
ness of the towel. Usually heavy, thick 
towels cost more than lightweight ones. 
This may be offset by longer wear. 


COLOR affects drying efficiency; light 


colors are more absorbent than dark be- 
cause of the quantity and kind of dye 
used. 


DESIGNS are either woven into a tow- 


el on a jacquard loom or printed on the 
surface. A woven 'pattern appears on 
both sides and lasts for the lifetime of 
the towel; printed patterns appear only 
on one side and tend to become less dis- 
tinct in time. 


The care you give your towels plays a 


p a r t in their longevity. Launder 
frequently in soft water with a mild or 
bleach-free heavy-duty detergent White 
towels can be laundered in hot water us- 
ing bleach if needed but colored towels 
will retain their color longer if washed in 
warm water. Deep-colored towels should 
be laundered separately in warm water 
to avoid bleeding of color to other 
items. Hot water may cause woven bor- 
ders or decorative trims to pucker. Re- 
member to rinse towels thoroughly to re- 
move all traces of det~-gent. 


Terry towels may be dried outdoors or 


fluff dried in an automatic drier. If hung 
outdoors they should be shaken after 
they're taken down from the line to fluff 
the pile. Never iron towels;*it flattens 
the loops and reduces absorbency. You'll 
find that all new towels shrink slightly in 
length during the first few washings. 
This makes the. yarns draw closer and 
interlock and increases the towel's firm- 
ness and tightness. 


Rotate towels in use for longer wear. 


The minimum for each person in a 
household: two towels in use, two in the 
laundry and two in reserve. 


Never put damp towels in a laundry 


hamper; dry them first to prevent mil- 
dew formation. Avoid rough clothespins 
and sharp shelf edges on which towels 
may become snagged. If a towel be- 
comes snagged cut the snag at the sur- 
face of the fabric.

Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about fate of her own family, Mrs McGowean collects food and clothing 


by JOE SWICKARO 


Tho figures are almost beyond com- 


prehension: perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated In the week since Hurricane Fifl 
sloshed across the Central American 
country about the size of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there Is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and are now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E. Crabtree, is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


ized I was getting nothing done," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor in Mount Prospect, Edie Eirich. 
Mrs. Eirich began making telephone 
calls. 


"I couldn't believe it. In four hours 


they had filled two station wagons with 
clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken, 


to the Honduran Consulate in Chicago, 
but Mrs. McGowean's efforts and the 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers did 
not stop. By Wednesday night the en- 
trance to her home was again being 
filled with clothing and canned goods. 


"The people are so beautiful. Members 


of the Christian Church of Prospect 


Heights called me up to pick up four 
boxes they had for me, and I've never 
heard of them before this. Hersey High 
School officials said they had things for 
us, too," she said. 


EVEN AS SHE spoke the doorbell 


rang. A boy was there to drop off some 
more clothing. 


Mrs. Patrick Reilly, a friend of Mrs. 


McGowean's and a native of Spain, said,

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Inflation blamed for increased number of recipients 
Welfare costs, rolls soaring in area 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


A dramatic increase In the number of 


Northwest suburban residents on welfare 
rolls is being reported by township offi- 
cials, who say inflation is the major 
cause. 


Wheeling, Palatine and Schaumburg 


townships have been hit hardest by per- 
sons seeking financial aid. 


Wheeling and Palatine Township offi- 


cials have doubled the amount of gener- 
al-assistance funds to be used for the 
rest of the year. Schaumburg Township 
borrowed money "to keep pace with the 
demand." 


Vernon Laubcnstcln, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said "the most 
critical period has been the last several 
weeks because of the economic climate." 
Ho said there usually Is a slowdown In 


welfare applications during the summer, 
but this year, because of the cement 
truckdrivcrs* strike and other economic 
circumstances, the number of persons 
wanting aid has risen sharply. 


Elk Grove and Maine Township offi- 


cials also report a significant increase in 
the number of welfare applicants. 


Wheeling Township increased its gen- 


eral-assistance funds to $96,850, almost 
double what was originally appropriated . 
for the 1974-75 fiscal year. The township 
has paid $35,364 in general assistance to 
residents since April, the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 


DURING THE PAST four months, the 


township has handled approximately 70 
cases a month, compared with 35 cases it 
handled each month last year, said Jane 
Klatt, director of social services. 


Palatine Township doubled the amount 


of its general-assistance appropriation 
this year in "anticipation of the increase 
in applicants we've experienced," said 
Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor. 


Palatine township's social worker, Gin- 


ny Johnson, said she does not believe the 
township will need to further increase its 
$39,800 general assistance appropriation 
this year, although she is seeing more 
than 30 assistance cases each month, 
versus the 15 cases she handled each 
month last year.

Miller project to pave way 
for entry to Palatine Twp.

The request by Miller Builders Inc. for 


annexation to Buffalo Grove of a large 
development west of the village has 
opened a pathway for growth Into Pala- 
tine Township for Buffalo Grove. 


Village officials Thursday, however, 


cast doubt on any such speculation, say- 
ing the annexation of a sizeable chunk of 
unincorporated Palatine Township is not 
in their plans for the near future. The 
area contains several high density multi- 
family subdivisions.

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nexation of those subdivisions came 
Thursday after Miller Builders unveiled 
plans for a Lake County housing devel- 
opment and said it would seek to have 
the site annexed to Buffalo Grove. 


IP THE VILLAGE chooses to take in 


the area, a cluster of Palatine Township 
developments would become contiguous 
to and could be legally annexed to Buf- 
falo Grove. 


Village officials indicated, however, 


they had not considered the matter and 
probably would, not try to annex that 
area even if they do approve the Miller 
development. 


"I hadn't given it much thought," Vil- 


lage Pres. Gary Armstrong said Thurs- 
day. "It's not by any stretch of the imag- 
ination a design to domino our way to 
wherever." 


He mentioned the village would prob- 


ably not even consider annexing the de- 
velopments, "unless they came to us 
first," adding that other problems such 
as provisions for police and fire service, 
along with sewers and utilities would 
have to be considered. 


IF ALLOWED by the village, Miller 


will build a 415-unlt development on the 
149-acre site. Plans call for 308 detached, 
single-family houses and 107 townhouses 
with construction to begin possibly next 
year. 


Tho proposed Miller site is located east 


of Old Hicks Road, about one-quarter mile 
west of Schaffer Road between Old 
Checker Road and the Cook-Lake County 
boundary line. The development would 
be complete in five years, said Jerry 
DeGrazia, a Miller company land-plan- 
ning director. 


The site is not contiguous to village 


boundaries currently, but could be an- 
nexed through a 600-foot wide strip of 
land running east to Arlington Heights 
between Checker Road and the county 
line. 


The strip, runs across the Popp family 


farm property and would connect the vil- 
lage with, the Miller site. 


In turn, the southwestern portion of the 


Miller property would connect with the 
Los Haciendas development in Palatine 
Township, east of Hicks and south of 
Nichols Rood. 


BUFFALO CROVE Village Mgr. Dan- 


iel Larson said that annexation of the 
four subdivisions, Including Ivy Glen, 
Kassuba Trace and Hidden Creek, would 


not be a "benefit" to the community de- 
spite the potential of a hefty increase in 
the village tax base. 


He said the area is .served by a private 


utility system that the village would have 
to purchase if Buffalo Grove were to 
take in those developments. 


Pointing to population projections that 


show the area growing to 30,000 residents 
in the next several years, Larson said 
there may be advantages to seeking an- 
nexation of the four subdivisions. From 
"an economic standpoint," it would bring 
in extra revenues from state motor fuel 
and sales taxes.' 


"But from a geographic standpoint, 


does it make logical sense and would the 
benefit to the community be that great?" 
he asked. 


"We want to grow hi an organized, 


controlled fashion," Larson said. "It 
costs money to provide services." 


IF THE TERRITORY Is to be annexed 


at all, Carson thinks it should be taken 
into Arlington Heights or Palatine saying 
those communities would be better able 
to provide water and sewer services. 


Another reason for not annexing is be- 


cause the area already is part of High 
School Dist. 211 and Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Elementary School Dist. 15, 
Larson said. Neither district serves Buf- 
falo Grove at present. 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell E. 


Jones disagreed, however, saying if resi- 
dents there want to annex, they should 
annex to Buffalo Grove. 


"This would be the logical thing for 


Buffalo Grove to do," he said. "If I lived 
in Buffalo Grove, I would think it was 
the thing to do to help the tax base and 
increase the sales tax revenue." 


THE PALATINE MASTER plan cites 


Dundee Road as its logical northern-ex- 
tension taking in a few areas of Lake 
Cook Road, but mostly for the purpose of 
planning roads and schools, Jones noted. 


Larson declined to speculate on how 


the village would eventually vote on the 
Miller plan because full details of the 
proposed development have not been pre- 
sented. 


Miller officials revealed their prelimi- 


nary building plan .for the land to the 
Buffalo Grove Plan Commission Wednes- 
day night. 
.Public hearing dates before the plan 
commission and the village board on de- 
tails of the Miller plan are pending. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem, town- 


ship officials say, is the increased 
amount of time it now is taking for state 
and federal assistance program appli- 
cations to be processed. 


The Social Security Administration 


recently took charge of what had been 
the state public-assistance system that 
offered old age and disability assistance. 
The changeover has caused some delay 
in the processing of applications, and has 
required the townships to financially sup- 
port recipients for a longer period of 
time, according to township officials. 


Townships offer general assistance on 


a temporary basis until the resident's ap- 
plication is processed by the state or fed- 
eral assistance agency. The resident re- 
ceives financial support from the town- 
ship for food and living expenses based 


on his needs. When the resident's appli- 
cation has been processed, he receives 
total suppport from the state or federal 
government. 


"We've got more people applying for 


assistance because inflation Is hitting too 
hard, and we have people on township 
assistance longer because of the delay in 
state and federal applications," Miss 
Klatt of Wheeling Township, said. 


"So the township's assistance to the 


resident is going from a temporary one 
to a permanent one, and th elocal gov- 
ernment is responssble for getting the 
funding to do it now," Miss Klatt said.

USO: still a welcome sight for GIs

How valuable Is the USO? According to 


soldiers at the USO Lounge at O'Hare 
Airport, It is almost as welcome a sight 
as a three-week leave for homo. 


"The USO was ono part of the Nnvy 


that really helped me out a lot," said 
Rick Foster, a 20-year-old Navy veteran 
who was making his last official •visit to 
a USO facility after being discharged. 


"It's the first place we'd go to wher- 


ever we wore stationed to get informa- 
tion on places to go and sights to see," 
the Oklahoma City native said while 
waiting for his flight home. "It's well 
worth Its while because it offers you a 
place to go, especially if you're low on 
funds." 


FOSTER SAID the USO lounge at 


O'Hare is one of the nicer facilities he 
has seen. Located In the middle termin- 
al, the lounge Is available to soldiers and 
their dependents, offering entertainment 
and refreshments for passengers be- 
tween flights. 


"The volunteers put In a lot of time 


and are a great help," Foster said. When 
asked how he would feel If USO stations 
had to close due to lock of funds, Foster 
said It would be a blow to servicemen. 


"I would hate to see them closed be- 


cause the USO Is so helpful to service- 
men, especially when you're away from 
homo in a foreign country. I hope it 
keeps going." 


Paul Wltzl, an 18-year-old Navy man 


with four months' service behind him 
said he makes use of the USO because 


It's a place where he can relax when he 
has nowhere else to go. The USO, Wltzl 
said, Is like a "sanction" for a service- 
man. 


BRIAN RUSSELL, an 18-year-old Navy 


seaman, said he can't imagine being in 
the service without having USO facilities 
available. 


"I love the USO. Where would you go if 


it wasn't here;" Russell said. "These 
guys would spend all kinds of money if 
the USO wasn't around. I'd hate to think 
of no USOs." 


Patrons at the O'Hare facility Include 


women service personnel as well as fresh 
recruits. Volunteers make an extra effort 
to assist newly sworn-in service person- 
nel, most of whom are on their way to 
and from Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 


Volunteers at the lounge said most ser- 


vicemen spend some time at the O'Hare 
facility during their layovers at the air- 
port. "It's important for an airport to 
have a USO, especially in a city like Chi- 
cago," one volunteer said. "The USO is a 
welcome spot for soldiers." 


SERVICEMEN constantly stray In and 


out of the USO lounge to watch tele- 
vision, play cards, talk to other service- 
men or get some free food. Volunteers 
sold the busiest times at the lounge are 
Friday nights and Sundays when most 
servicemen are on their way to and from 
stations on weekend passes. 


Not all soldiers make use of the 


O'Hare lounge, bypassing it to spend 
time by themselves in a waiting area. 


Kevin Dunlap, an 18-year-old Army pri- 
vate from Dubuque, Iowa, sat alone 
Wednesday night in a waiting area of the 
airport terminal within eyeshot of the 
red and white USO sign ahead of him. 


Why didn't he go to the USO lounge? 


"I just got off a plane from a 22%-hour 
flight from Korea and I'm just waiting 
for the time to pass before my flight 
home," Dunlap said. 


"The USO is in Seoul and we don't get 


to it very often because our division is 
stationed at the DMZ," the soldier said. 
He has spent five months in Korea and 
following his 30-day leave, he will be go- 
ing back to the Asian land. . 


DUNLAP SAID although he doesn't 


spend much time at USO facilities, he 
nonetheless is taken aback, as were oth- 
er servicemen, at the possibility of clos- 
ing down USO facilities. 


That threat for the moment is not an 


immediate concern for the 
O'Hare 


lounge with funds available to finance 
operation at least through the end of the 
year. 


Dorothy Conley, director of the O'Hare 


lounge, said the USO conducts a contin- 
uous fund-raising drive because its oper- 
ation is financed entirely by donations 
from private and community organiza- 
tions. 


For the immediate future, at least, 


Mrs. Conley said she is confident the sol- 
diers' haven at O'Hare will continue to 
have its doors open and provide a place 
for the peacetime soldier to lay down his 
duffel bag.

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Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about fate of her own family, Mrs McGowean collects food and clothing 


by JOE SVVICKARD 


The figures are almost beyond com- 


prehension: perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the Imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated in the week since Hurricane Flfi 
slashed across the Central American 
country about the size of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and arc now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E. Crabtree, is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


ized I was getting nothing done," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her 
family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor in Mount Prospect, Edie Elrich. 
Mrs. Elrich began making telephone 
calls. 


"I couldn't believe it. In four hours 


they had filled two station wagons with 
clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken 


to the Honduran Consulate in Chicago, 
but Mrs. McGowean's efforts and the 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers did 
not stop. By Wednesday night the en- 
trance to her home was again being 
filled with clothing and canned goods. 


"The people are so beautiful. Members 


of the Christian Church of Prospect 


Heights called me up to pick up four 
boxes they had for me, and I've never 
beard of them before this. Hersey High 
School officials said they had things for 
us. too," she said. 


EVEN AS SHE spoke the doorbell 


rang. A boy was there to drop off some 
more clothing. 


Mrs. Patrick Reilly, a friend of Mrs. 


McGowean's and a native of Spain, said,

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Inflation blamed for increased number of recipients 
Welfare costs, rolls soaring in area 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


A dramatic increase in the number of 


Northwest suburban residents on welfare 
rolls is being reported by township offi- 
cials, who say inflation is the major 
cause. 


Wheeling, Palatine and Schaumburg 


townships havo been hit hardest by per- 
sons seeking financial aid. 


Wheeling and Palatine Township offi- 


cials have doubled the amount of gener- 
al-assistance funds to be used for the 
rest of the year. Schaumburg Township 
borrowed money "to keep pace with the 
demand." 


V e r n o n Laubcnstcln, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said "the most 
critical period has been the last several 
weeks because of the economic climate." 
He said thcro usually is a slowdown in 


welfare applications during the summer, 
but tills year, because of the cement 
truckdrivcrs' strike and other economic 
circumstances, the number of persons 
wanting aid has risen sharply. 


Elk Grove and Maine Township offi- 


cials also report a significant increase in 
the number of welfare applicants. 


Wheeling Township increased Its gen- 


eral-assistance funds to $96,830, almost 
double what was originally appropriated 
for the 1974-75 fiscal year. The township 
has paid $33,364 in general assistance to 
residents since April, the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 


DURING THE PAST four months, the 


township has handled approximately 70 
cases a month, compared with 35 cases it 
handled each month last year, said Jane 
Klatt, director of social services. 


Rejection of CTA 
may hamper bus 
operation here 


Rejection of the Chicago Transit Au- 


thority's offer to run a bus service for 
the North Suburban Moss Transit (NOR- 
TRAN) could complicate the future of 
Des Plaines bus operations. 


A spokesman for NORTRAN said the 


district decided Wednesday to eliminate 
the CTA and another group of mass Iran- 
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Palatine Township doubled the amount 


of its general-assistance appropriation 
this year in "anticipation of the increase 
hi applicants we've experienced," said 
Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor. 


Palatine township's social worker, Gin- 


ny Johnson, said she does not believe the 
township will need to further increase its 
$39,800 general assistance appropriation 
this year, although she Is seeing more 
than 30 assistance cases each month, 
versus the 15 cases she handled each 
month last year. 


Laubenstcin sold Schaumburg Town- 


ship budgeted $75,000 for general assis- 
tance this year "in anticipation of poor 
economic conditions" but was recently 
forced to sell tax anticipation warrants 
equalling $30,000 for additional general 
assistance. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem, town- 


ship officials say, is the increased 
amount of time it now Is taking for state 
and federal assistance program appli- 
cations to be processed. 


The Social Security Administration 


recently took charge of what had been 
the state public-assistance system that 
offered old age and disability assistance. 
The changeover has caused some delay 
in the processing of applications, and has 
required the townships to financially sup- 
port recipients for a longer period of 
time, according to township officials. 


Townships'offer general assistance on 


a temporary basis until the resident's ap- 
plication is processed by the state or fed- 
eral assistance agency. The resident re- 
ceives financial support from the town- 
ship for food and living expenses based 


on his needs. When the resident's appli- 
cation has'been processed, he receives 
total suppport from the state or federal 
government. 


"We've got more people applying for 


assistance because inflation is hitting too 
hard, and We have people on township 
assistance longer because of the delay In 
state and federal applications," Miss 
Klatt of Wheeling Township, said. 


"So the township's assistance to the 


resident is going from a temporary one 
to a permanent one, and th elocal gov- 
ernment is responssble for getting the 
funding to do it now," Miss Klatt said. 


PREVIOUSLY .APPLICANTS would 


receive their first ADC check from the 
state .within 10 days. During the interim 
period the township would help the wel- 


fare resident pay for his food, rent and 
medical expenses, she said. The amount 
of financial support a resident receives 
depends on the number of dependents he 
has and his economic situation. 


Now, welfare recipients are waiting 30 


to 45 days for their first welfare check. 
Disabled and aged residents also have 
been slow to receive acceptance into the 
federal government's old age or disabled 
assistance programs "because there has' 
been a transition going on between the 
state and federal agencies who administ- 
er the funds," Miss Johnson said. 


One woman in Wheeling Township is 


expected to require local general assis- 
tance funds for as long as 10 months be- 
cause her application for federal funds 
\\ill be delayed, Miss Klatt said.

management agent to take over the oper- 
ation of area bus service after the dis- 
trict purchases United Motor Coach. 


DCS Plaines officials have put off final 


decision on joining NORTRAN until Oct. 
7. Some city officials had Indicated that 
the decision could be based in part on 
whether the CTA was chosen to manage 
the district bus operation. 


THE CITY HAS received a proposal 


from the CTA on the feasibility of ex- 
tending CTA service to Des Plaines. 


The NORTRAN spokesman said the 


CTA was eliminated because the CTA 
wanted to provide only one man to man- 
age the bus operation and stated that 
any additional services, such as planning 
studies, would be available at additional 
expense. 


"We arc looking for one agency to do 


everything," the spokesman said. 


He indicated that the American Transit 


Co. of St. Louis and National City Transit 
of Texas are still in the running for the 
management post. Ho indicated a final 
decision may be reached Oct. 13. 


DCS Plaines officials have been told it 


would cost at least $60,000 a year to 
maintain the present 11 city bus routes. 


WHILE COMPLETE details on the 


proposal which the CTA has made to the 
city hove not been made public, the Her- 
ald has learned the CTA did express In- 
terest In providing bus service in Des 
Plaines. 


However, the cost of providing such 


service was not detailed. Some city offi- 
cials said there are so many variables 
Involved with the CTA proposal that it 
would be hard to put a definite price tag 
on the service at this time. 


A system similar to the one in oper- 


ation In Evanston could be arranged, one 
official noted. In Evanston, all bus ser- 
vice is provided by the CTA and the city 
pays for operating deficits. 


Part of the funds which would be re- 


quested by NORTRAN would be used for 
planning studies and administrative costs 
of the district.

Young asks Mikva for stand on taxes 


U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, 


has challenged his Congressional oppo- 
nent, Abner J. Mikva, to state his posi- 
tion on taxes. 


Young initiated a program earlier this 


month in which he sends Mikva a list of 
questions dealing with his position on 
nrlous issues and seeking Mikva's re- 
sponse. 
v 


Mikva refused to answer the first let- 


ter, which contained questions dealing 
with inflation. The second, sent Thurs- 
day, concerns taxes. 


MIKVA WAS CRITICAL of the letter- 


writing program stating he had proposed 
a series of debates throughout the dis- 
trict, in which Young refused to partici- 
pate. 


Young said his congressional duties 


would prevent his debating in every 
town, but has agreed to meet Mikva in 
three debates next month. 


In his second letter, Young charges 


that Mikva was "afraid to put your an- 
swers in writing on the issues presented 
to you." 


In both letters, Young has listed a 


question, his position and the position 
taken by the Americans for Democratic 
Action, a liberal organization of which 
Mikva is a vice chairman. 


"I can well understand your vulnerable 


position. If you embrace the Americans 
for Democratic Action, whose cause you 
have espoused, you will antagonize vot- 
ers in the 10th Congressional District and 
if you repudiate the ADA positions, you 
will antagonize your wealthy liberal sup- 
porters," Young said. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR Mikva responded 


Thursday by saying that while Mikva has 
supported some ADA positions, "he cer- 
tainly is not a mouthpiece for the organi- 
zation. 


"We continue to believe that this is an- 


other gimmick on Young's part and we 
will be glad to respond to the questions 
any time in open debate. 


"Who is Young running against, Mikva 


or the ADA," the spokesman added. 


Young states in his questions that 


while the ADA favors an increase in 
taxes to eliminate excessive spending he 
opposes such a move because local state 
and national governments now absorb 
about one-third of the gross national 
product. 


He also states that he opposes taxing 


capital gains as ordinary income tax and 
favors elimination of capital gains tax on* 
the sale of homes of a value less than, 
$40,000. 


YOUNG SAID HE opposes imposing an 


additional income tax on decedents 
based on appreciated values at the time 
of death in addition to the present state 
and federal inheritance tax. 


The incumbent said he opposes an 


ADA proposal to repeal the tax exempt 
status of state and municipal bonds. 


Young also indicated he opposed an 


ADA proposal that would repeal the 
$25,000 surtax exemption on corporate 
earnings. He said such a move would pe- 
nalize small business. He also said he 
opposes any move to eliminate the 7 per 
cent tax credit given to businesses.

Waycinden Park fire rate 
expected to go up in 1975 


Residents of unincorporated Waycin- 


den Park probably will be paying more 
for fire protection service next year 
when Des Plalnes signs a 1975 contract 
with the Elk Grove Rural Fire Protec- 
tion District. 


Aid. John Seitz, 7th, chairman of the 


city council's fire and civil defense com- 
mittee, said Thursday the fire protection 
district trustees have proposed a higher 
cost for the 1975 contract. Seitz did not 
say what amount was proposed but he 
said the figure was considerably higher 
than the present $24,000 cost. 


Seltz's committee met Wednesday with 


two trustees from the fire protection dis- 


trict to discuss the contract. The current 
pact expires Dec. 31. 


Seitz said fire protection 
district 


trustees will meet within the next two 
weeks to prepare a written proposal for 
city council consideration. The proposal 
will go to Seitz's committee and then be 
reviewed with the finance committee be- 
fore it is brought before the full council, 
the alderman said. 


SEITZ ADDED that he hopes action on 


the contract will proceed quickly once 
the trustees' written proposal is pre- 
sented to his committee. 


The council negotiates annually with 


the fire protection district to provide ser- 


vice to about 510 homes in Waycinden 
Park, an unincorporated Island of homes 
surrounded by Des Plaines. 


The fee for the service is based on as- 


sessed valuation rather than population. 
In negotiating the 1974 contract, several 
aldermen argued that residents in the 
area were not paying their fair share of 
the cost of fire protection in comparison 
to city dwellers and said the fee should 
be higher. 


Seitz said that in preparing the 1975 


contract his committee and the finance 
committee will take into consideration 
the operating cost of the service to deter- 
mine a total contract charge.

trict to get title to the surplus land, once 
set aside for Navy housing. 


Tho transfer, one of 21 properties 


turned over to local control under the 
federal Legacy of Parks Program, 
brings the district's holdings at the base 
to 63 acres. Last year, 13 acres outside 
the perimeter fence was deeded over to 
tho parks. 


Tho Army still retains control of about 


71 acres at tho base. The site will be 
used as a 1,000-mon Reservist training 
center, according to Army plans. 


THE 52-ACRE TRANSFER had been 


expected for several months by local In- 
terests and legislators ever since the par- 
cel was declared in excess of federal 
needs. 


Tho office of U.S. Rep. Philip M. 


Crane, H-12th, had announced two weeks 
ago tho formal transfer would take place 
this Sunday in a ceremony featuring 
presidential counselor Dean Burch. How- 
ever, It was learned earlier this week 
any ceremony would bo postponed until 
after tho November general elections. 


Tho military housing once scheduled 


for tho 92 acres sparked a political out- 
cry among residents near the base. The 
Citizens Committee for Better Utilization 
of Nike Base, and umbrella group push- 
ing for return of the site to local control, 
enlisted the old of U.S. Senators Adlol 
Stevenson and Charles Percy as well as 
Crane's in blocking the Navy housing. 


Tho park district has been engaged in 


decade-long battle with the Army for 
control of tho base. As tho headquarters 
for the 202nd Artillery Group, the Army 
held tho site base was vital to the air 
defense of tho Detroit-Chicago industrial 
and urban corridor. 


THE PARK DISTRICT'S hopes were 


raised this year when funding for the 
Nike program was cut from the federal 
budget. They received a setback with tho 
announced creation of tho training center 
on tho base. 


Tho park district has arpcd that the 


Army does not need the entire 71 acres. 
It submitted a counterproposal to the 
Army calling for n 40-ocro training cen- 
ter, with tho balance of tho land being 
turned over as surplus to them. 


A scries of meetings between tho local 


factions and tho Army havo been held to 
negotiate the problem. A meeting, sched- 
uled for this Saturday, was postponed in- 
definitely at tho Army's request. The 
Army said It needed more time to gather 
supporting information for its claim to 
tho 71 acres. 


Tho park district plans to build a $1 


million golf course, to be financed 
through a referendum, on tho site. Tho 
course, which would include flood-control 
measures for tho village, would be used 
to Increase the park acres-pcr-population 
ratio and hopefully would generate 
needed money for the financially trou- 
bled district, officials nave said.

I'd hate to see them closed...' 


USO: still a welcome sight for GIs

How valuable is the USO? According to 


soldiers at the USO Lounge at O'Hare 
Airport, it is almost as welcome a sight 
as a three-week leave for home. 


"The USO was one part of the Navy 


that really helped me out a lot," said 
Rick Foster, a 20-year-old Navy veteran 
who was making his last official visit to 
a USO facility after being discharged. 


"It's the first place we'd go to wher- 


ever we were stationed to get informa- 
tion on places to go and sights to see," 
the Oklahoma City native said while 
waiting for his flight home. "It's well 
worth Its while because it offecs you a 
place to go, especially if you're low on 
funds." 


FOSTER SAID the USO lounge at 


O'Hare is one of the nicer facilities he 
has seen. Located in the middle termin- 
al, the lounge is available to soldiers, and 
their dependents, offering entertainment 
and refreshments for passengers be- 
tween flights. 


"The volunteers put in a lot of time 


and are a great help," Foster said. When 
asked how he would feel if USO stations 
had to close due to lack of funds, Foster 
said it would be a blow to servicemen. 


"I would hate to see them closed be- 


cause the USO Is so helpful to service- 
men, especially when you're away from 
home in a foreign country. I hope it 
keeps going." 


Paul Wltzl, an 18-year-old Navy man 


with four months' service behind him 
said he makes use of the USO because 


it's a place where he can relax when he 
has nowhere else to go. The USO, Witzl 
said, is like a "sanction" for a service- 
man. 


BRIAN RUSSELL, an 18-year-old Navy 


seaman, said he can't imagine being in 
the service without having USO facilities 
available. 


"I love the USO. Where would you go if 


it wasn't here," Russell said. "These 
guys would spend all kinds of money if 
the USO wasn't around. I'd hate to think 
of no USDs." 


Patrons at the O'Hare facility include 


women service personnel as well as fresh 
recruits. Volunteers make an extra effort 
to assist newly sworn-in service person- 
nel, most of whom are on their way to 
and from Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 


Volunteers at the lounge said most ser- 


vicemen spend some time at the O'Hare 
facility during their layovers at the air- 
port. "It's important for an airport to 
have a USO, especially in a city like Chi- 
cago," one volunteer said. "The USO is a 
welcome spot for soldiers." 


SERVICEMEN constantly stray in and 


out of the USO lounge to watch tele- 
vision, play cards, talk to other service- 
men or get some free food. Volunteers 
said the busiest times at the lounge are 
Friday nights and Sundays when most 
servicemen are on their way to and from 
stations on weekend passes. 


Not all soldiers make use of the 


O'Hare lounge, bypassing it to spend 
time by themselves in a waiting area. 


Kevin Dunlap, an 18-year-old Army pri- 
vate from Dubuque, Iowa, sat alone 
Wednesday night in a waiting area, of the 
airport terminal within eyeshot of the 
red and white USO sign ahead of him. 


Why didn't he go to the USO lounge? 


"I just got off a plane from a 22^-hour 
flight from Korea and I'm just waiting 
for the time to pass before my flight 
home," Dunlap said. 


"The USO is in Seoul and we don't get 


to it very often because our division is 
stationed at the DMZ," the soldier said. 
He has spent five months in Korea and 
following his 30-day leave, he will be go- 
ing back to the Asian land. 


DUNLAP SAID although he doesn't 


spend much time at USO facilities, he 
nonetheless is taken aback, as were oth- 
er servicemen, at the possibility of clos- 
ing down USO facilities. 


That threat for the moment is not an 


immediate concern for the O'Hare 
lounge with funds available to finance 
operation at least through the end of the 
year. 


Dorothy Conley, director of the O'Hare 


lounge, said the USO conducts a contin- 
uous fund-raising drive because its oper- 
ation is financed entirely by donations 
from private and community organiza- 
tions. 


For the immediate future, at least, 


Mrs. Conley said she is confident the sol- 
diers' haven at O'Hare will continue to 
have its doors open and provide a place 
for the peacetime soldier to lay down his 
duffel bag.

Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about fate of her own family, Mrs McGowean collects food and clothing

Tho figures arc almost beyond com- 


prehension: perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the Imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated in the week since Hurricane Flfi 
slashed across the Central American 
country about the size of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and are now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E. Crabtree, Is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


ized I was getting nothing done," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her 
family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor in Mount Prospect, Edie Eirlch. 
Mrs. 
Eirich began making telephone 


calls. 


"I couldn't believe it. In four hours 


they had filled two station wagons with 
clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken 


to the Honduran Consulate In Chicago, 
but Mrs. 'McGowean's 'efforts and the 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers did 
not stop. By Wednesday night the en- 
trance to her home was again being 
filled with clothing and canned goods. 


"The people are so beautiful. Members 


of the Christian Church of Prospect 


Heights called me up to pick up four 
boxes they had for me, and I've never 
heard of them before this. Herscy High 
School officials said they had things for 
us, too," she said. 


EVEN AS SHE spoke the doorbell 


rang. A boy was there to drop off some 
more clothing.

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Inflation blamed for increased number of recipients 
Welfare costs, rolls soaring in area

A dramatic increase in the number of 


Northwest suburban residents on welfare 
rolls Is being reported by township offi- 
cials, who say Inflation is the major 
cause. 


Wheeling, Palatine and Schaumburg 


louiuhlps have been hit hardest Ly per- 
sons seeking financial aid. 


Wheeling and Palatine Township offi- 


cials have doubled the amount of gener- 
al-assistance funds to be used for the 
rest of the year. Schaumburg Township 
borrowed money "to keep pace with the 
demand." 


V c r n o n Laubcnstcin, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said "the most 
critical period has been the last several 
weeks because of the economic climate." 
He said there usually is o slowdown in 


welfare applications during the summer, 
but this year, because of the cement 
truckdrivers* strike and other economic 
circumstances, the number of persons 
wanting aid has risen sharply. 


Elk Grove and Maine Township offi- 


cials also report a significant increase in 
the number of welfare applicants. 


Wheeling Township increased Us gen- 


eral-assistance funds to $96,850, almost 
double what was originally appropriated 
for the 1974-75 fiscal year. The township 
has paid $35,364 in general assistance to 
residents since April, the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 


DURING THE PAST four months, the 


township has handled approximately 70 
cases a month, compared with 35 cases it 
handled each month last year, said Jane 
Klatt, director of social services.

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Palatine Township doubled the amount 


of its general-assistance appropriation 
this year in "anticipation of the increase 
In applicants we've experienced," said 
Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor. 


Palatine township's social worker, Gin- 


ny Johnson, said she does not believe the 
township will need to further Increase its 
$39,800 general assistance appropriation 
this year, although she is seeing more 
than 30 assistance cases each month, 
versus the 15 cases she handled each 
month last year. 


Laubcnstein said Schaumburg Town- 


ship budgeted'SrS.OOOor general assis- 
tance this year "In anticipation of poor 
economic conditions" but was recently 
forced to sell tax anticipation warrants 
equalling $30,000 for additional general 
assistance. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem, town- 


ship officials say, is the increased 
amount of time it now is taking for state 
and federal assistance program appli- 
cations to be processed. 


The Social Security Administration 


recently took charge of what had been 
the state public-assistance system that 
offered old age and disability assistance. 
The changeover has caused some delay 
in the processing of applications, and has 
required the townships to financially sup- 
port recipients for a longer period of 
time, according to township officials. 


Townships offer general assistance on 


a temporary basis until the resident's ap- 
plication Is processed by the state or fed- 
eral assistance agency. The resident re- 
ceives financial support from the town- 
ship for food and living expenses based 


on his needs. When the resident's appli- 
cation has been processed, he receives 
total suppport from the state or federal 
government. 


"We've got more people applying 'for 


assistance because inflation is hitting too 
hard, and we have people on township 
assistance longer because of the delay in 
state and federal applications," Miss 
Klatt of Wheeling Township, said. 


"So the township's assistance to the 


resident is going from a temporary one 
to a permanent one, and th elocal gov- 
ernment is responssble for getting the 
funding to do it now," Miss Klatt said. 


PREVIOUSLY. APPLICANTS would 


receive their first ADC check from the 
state within 10 days. During the interim 
period the township would help the wel- 


fare resident pay for his food, rent and 
medical expenses, she said. The amount 
of financial support a resident receives 
depends on the number of dependents he 
has and his economic situation. 


Now, welfare recipients are waiting 30 


to 45 days for their first welfare check. 
Disabled and aged residents also have 
been slow to receive acceptance into the 
federal government's old age or disabled 
assistance programs "because there has 
been a transition going on between the 
state and federal agencies who administ- 
er the funds," Miss Johnson said. 


One woman in Wheeling Township Is 


expected to require local general assis- 
tance funds for as long as 10 months be- 
cause her application foi- federal funds 
will be delayed, Miss Klatt said. 


stressed that its purpose is to create a 
better community. 


"We don't want people to think we're

Schools to try new method 


of teaching string music

A new method of teaching orchestral string instruments 


will be introduced in Elk Grove Village schools next week. 


James Middleton, music Instructor for Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59, has received a grant from the University of Illinois 
and will head one of about three "demonstration centers" in 
the state using the new method. 


The new method "revolutionizes the approach to string 


teaching," according to Middleton. The program will be oper- 
ated on a pilot basis this year in Lively and Grove junior high 
schools and all Elk Grove Village elementary schools. 


"It used to be that the first year of training dealt with 


fundamentals, then one or two more years of remediation 
work to perfect those fundamentals," said Middleton. "This 
new method is expected to teach fundamentals in one-third to 
one-half the time and do away with the remediation entirely." 


ACCORDING TO Middleton, the program relies heavily on 


relaxation techniques. There Is no textbook at the beginning 
and students don't learn to read music right away, he said. 


Instead, manual skills, coordination and balance are em- 


phasized. 


The U. of I. will supply a representative to coach Middleton 


once a month on the new process. In addition, the university 
will supply a great deal of supplementary audio-visual mate- 


1 rial for class use. 


The program is new and was tested by the U. of I. on 350 


children between grades three and six in six states. Middleton 
said he hopes to implement the program sometime next 
week. 


"In one year we hope to develop better what it took us two 


or three years to develop before," said Middleton. 


Middleton, who has been with the district for seven years, 


is instructor of strings at VanderCook College in Chicago. 


Next year he will also serve as orchestra director at Har- 


per College in Palatine while present director George Makas 
is on a sabbatical. 


He also is director of the Northwest Youth Symphony, 


which involves suburban children in grades 8 through 12.

USO: still a welcome sight for GIs

How valuable Is Iho USO? According to 


soldiers at tho USO Lounge at O'Hare 
Airport, It is almost as welcome a sight 
as a three-week leave for homo. 


"Tho USO was one part of the Navy 


that really helped me out a lot," said 
Rick Foster, a 20-year-old Navy veteran 
who was making his lost official visit to 
a USO facility after being discharged. 


"It's the first place we'd go to wher- 


ever wo were stationed to get informa- 
tion on places to go and sights to see," 
tho Oklahoma City native said while 
waiting for his flight home. "It's well 
worth its while because It offers you a 
place to go, especially if you're low on 
funds." 


FOSTER SAID the USO lounge at 


O'Horo is one of tho nlcor facilities ho 
has soon. Located In the middle termin- 
al, the lounge Is available to soldiers and 
their dependents, offering entertainment 
and refreshments for passengers be- 
tween flights. 


"Tho volunteers put In a lot of tlmo 


and are a great help," Foster said. When 
asked how he would feel If USO stations 
had to close due to lack of funds, Foster 
said It would bo a blow to servicemen. 


"I would hate to see them closed be- 


cause the USO Is so helpful to service- 
men, especially when you're away from 
homo In a foreign country. I hope It 
keeps going." 


Paul Witzl, an 18-year-old Navy man 


with four months' service behind him 
said he makes use of the USO because 


It's a place where he can relax when he 
has nowhere else to go. The USO, Witzl 
said, is like a "sanction" for a service- 
man. 


BRIAN RUSSELL, an 18-year-old Navy 


seaman, said he can't imagine being in 
the service without having USO facilities 
available. 


"I love the USO. Where would you go if 


it wasn't here," Russell said. "These 
guys would spend 'all kinds of money if 
tho USO wasn't around. I'd hate to think 
of no USDs." 


Patrons at the O'Hare facility include 


women service personnel as well as fresh 
recruits. Volunteers make an extra effort 
to assist newly sworn-ln service person- 
nel, most of whom are on their way to 
.and from Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 


Volunteers at the lounge said most ser- 


vicemen spend some time at the O'Hare 
facility during their layovers at the air- 
port. "It's Important for an airport to 
have a USO, especially In a city like Chi- 
cago," one volunteer said. "The USO is a 
welcome spot for soldiers." 


SERVICEMEN constantly stray In and 


out of the USO lounge to watch tele- 
vision, play cards, talk to other service- 
men or get some free food. Volunteers 
said the busiest times at the lounge are 
Friday nights and Sundays when most 
servicemen are on their way to and from 
stations on weekend passes. 


Not all soldiers make use of the 


O'Haro lounge, bypassing it to spend 
tlmo by themselves In a waiting area. 


Kevin Dunlap, an 18-year-old Army pri- 
vate from Dubuque, Iowa, sat alone 
Wednesday night in a waiting area of the 
airport terminal within eyeshot of the 
red and white USO sign ahead of him. 


Why didn't he go to the USO lounge? 


"I just got off a plane from, a 22%-hour 
flight from Korea and I'm just waiting 
for the time to pass before my flight 
home," Dunlap said. 


"The USO is in Seoul and we don't get 


to it very often because our division is 
stationed at the DMZ," the soldier said. 
He has spent five months in Korea and 
following his 30-day leave, he will be go- 
ing back to the Asian land. 


DUNLAP SAID although he doesn't 


spend much time at USO facilities, he 
nonetheless is taken aback, as were oth- 
er servicemen, at the possibility of clos- 
ing down USO facilities. 


That threat for the moment is not an 


immediate concern for the O'Hare 
lounge with funds available to finance 
operation at least through the end of the 
year. 


Dorothy Conley, director of the O'Hare 


lounge, said the USO conducts a contin- 
uous fund-raising drive because its oper- 
ation is financed entirely by donations 
from private and community organiza- 
tions. 


For the immediate future, at least, 


Mrs. Conley said she Is confident the sol- 
diers' haven at O'Hare will continue to 
have its doors open and provide a place 
for the peacetime soldier to lay down his 
duffel bag.

Teachers to vote 
Wednesday on 
new pay offer 


Teachers in High School Dis.t. 211 will 


decide Wednesday whether to accept a 
salary proposal that would give them a 
7.8 per cent raise in base salary plus a 
$50 bonus this year. 


Carl Flaks, president of the Dlst. 211 


Education Assn., said teachers will vote 
in the five high schools during lunch 
Wednesday and the votes will be counted 
after school. A meeting of the associ- 
ation's governing board is scheduled that 
evening. 


Flaks said he is asking teachers to 


vote in favor of the contract because "I 
think the future of the organization is 
much more important than saving face. 


"We stayed in Vietnam too long be- 


cause we were concerned about face sav- 
ing in the nation," said Flaks. "I'd hate 
to see the association stay in something 
too long that could be permanently in- 
jurious." 


FLAKS TOLD teachers at a meeting 


Wednesday that union negotiators could 
get no more from the board of education. 


However, many of the teachers said 


that they are against the contract and 
roughly half of the 200 teachers present 
said they are prepared to strike. Teacu- 
ers voted down the 7.8 per cent increase 
in salary by two votes last month and 
many reacted angrily to the board of 
education's latest offer to give them a 
one-time $50 bonus. 


The proposed contract would raise the

High schools' 
new budget tops 
$40 million 


A $40.15 million budget for High School 


Disk 211 was approved by the board of 
education Thursday night. 


The budget includes a $15.5 million 


education fund, up 30 per cent, and a 
$4.48 million building fund, up 80 per 
cent. 


Increases in the education fund stem 


from higher teacher and administrative 
salaries and rising costs of instructional 
m a t e r i a l s . The fund also includes 
$750,000 for equipment for the district's 
sixth high school, scheduled to open in 
Palatine in 1977. 


About 67 per cent of the expenses in 


the education fund are salaries and in- 
structional costs. About 63 per cent of the 
revenue for the fund comes from local 
taxes, with 26 per cent derived from 
state and federal aid. 


The increase in the building fund is a 


result of rising costs of materials, in- 
creased maintenance salaries, construc- 
tion of new special education facilities 
and remodeling of school buildings. 


About 65 per cent of the revenue in the 


fund comes from local taxes and 17 per 
cent from state and federal aid. 


THE BUDGET'S $14.4 million site and 


construction fund includes the sale of $5 
million in bonds which must be approved 
next month in a $22 million bond referen- 
dum for school construction. About 91 
per cent of the revenue in the fund 
comes from the sale of bonds, with the 
remainder from investments. 


The budget recently was criticized by a 


Dist. 211 teachers' union official, who 
said it contains "loose capital." 


Board Pres. Robert Creek, in explain- 


ing the budget Thursday, said it is 
"sound" and complimented the district's 
business manager, James Slater, for 
"good budget planning." 


Dist. 2U's revenue increased this year 


due to an increase in assessed value of 
property. This year's assessed value is 
estimated at $637 million, compared to 
$508 million last year. 


The district has reduced its tax rate 


for next year by four cents to $2.61 per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


The budget provides for growth in en- 


rollment of about 9 per cent and the hir- 
ing of about 50 additional teachers.

Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about fate of her own family, Mrs McGowean collects food and clothing

The figures arc almost beyond com-. 


prehension: perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated in the week since Hurricane Fifi 
slashed across the Central American 
country about the size of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and are now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E. Crabtree, is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


ized I was getting nothing done," Mrs. 
McGowcun said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her 
family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor in Mount Prospect, Edle Elrich. 
Mrs. Eirich began making telephone 
calls. 


"I couldn't believe it. In four hours 


they had filled two station wagons with 
clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken 


to the Honduran Consulate in Chicago, 
but Mrs. McGowean's efforts and the 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers did 
not stop.

Several homeowners living in areas de- 


fined as flood hazards have complained 
their property does not flood and this act 
unjustly reduces the market value of 
their homes. 


THE CURRENT flood-hazard map in- 


cludes all or part of the Arlington Crest, 
Willow Creek, Pleasant Hill, Virginia 
Lake, Winston Park, Willow Wood, 
Pebble Creek and Reseda West subdivi- 
sions. 


David Reisdorf, an engineer with Gan- 


net, Fleming, Cordray and Carpenter, 
said the revised flood-hazard map will be 


based on elevations and will not extend 
to easily definable boundaries. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig has sent 


the engineering firm copies of flood 
maps prepared by the Soil Conservation 
District and Salt Creek Watershed to use 
in revising the flood-hazard map.

THE SIXTH HIGH school Is scheduled 


to open in 1977 north of the Winston Park 
subdivision of Palatine. The site was / 
recently approved for annexation to the 
village of Palatine. About $6.5 million of 
the referendum will go toward the now 
school. 


The sixth high school was approved by 


voters In the last district referendum In 
1970, but duo to inflation the school will 
cost more than planned. The $6.5 million 
will bo added to the $9 million Dlst. 211 
has on hand for the school. 


The sixth high school was designed by 


n blue ribbon committee of teachers and 
administrators In Dlst. 211. The com- 
mittee discussed educational needs for 
the building and made recommendations 
lo district architects as the plans were 
being drawn. 


Board Pres. Robert Creek said this 


week the sixth school will be built wheth- 
er the referendum passes or not. The dis- 
trict plans to award bids for the project 
later this year. If the referendum falls 
Creek said the board will have to make 
some provision to come up with the extra 
money. 


CREEK EMPHASIZED that none of 


the building projects will increase the 
tax rate of the district. As the district 
sells new bonds approved by the referen- 
dum, it will retire old bonds so the dis- 
trict's cash flow remains fairly stable. 
Dlst. 211 reduced Its tax rate by four 
cents per $100 this year. 


Another $6.3 million in the referendum 


package will finance an addition for 
Schaumburg High School, which would 
Include a swimming pool, auditorium, 
classrooms for music and vocational edu- 
cation and more cafeteria space. 


Schaumburg High School was built by 


tho state when the district did not have 
the bonding power to finance the project. 
Then building was planned for 2,500 stu- 
dents. By the time it opened in 1970 the 
capacity was reduced to about 2,100 stu- 
dents because the state made changes in 
the building which lowered its capacity. 
With tho addition the school will have a 
capacity for about 3,000 students. 


The referendum would raise $3.25 mil- 


lion for Conant High School, $4.25 million 
for Fremd High School, $1 million for 
Hoffman Estates High School, and 
$480,000 for a warehouse for the district. 


Frcmd and Conant would receive audi- 


toriums and Fremd, Conant, and Hoff- 
man Estates high schools would also re- 
ceive swimming pools. Minor remodeling 
work will be done at Fremd which will 
make the building air-conditioned. 


High school budget 


tops $40 million 


A $40.15 million budget for High School 


Dlst. 211 was approved by tho board of 
education Thursday night. 


The budget Includes a $15.5 million 


education fund, up 30 per cent, and a 
$4.48 million building fund, up 80 per 
cent. 


Increases in the education fund stem 


from higher teacher and administrative 
salaries and rising costs of instructional 
m a t e r i a l s . The fund also includes 
$730,000 for equipment for tho district's 
sixth high school, scheduled to open in 
Palatine in 1077. 


About 67 per cent of the expenses in 


tho education fund are salaries and in- 
structional costs. About 63 per cent of the 
revenue for tho fund comes from local 
taxes, with 26 per cent derived from 
state and federal aid. 


Tho increase In tho building fund is a 


result of rising costs of materials, In- 
creased maintenance salaries, construc- 
tion of now special education facilities 
and remodeling of school buildings. 


About 65 per cent of tho revenue in the 


fund comes from local taxes and 17 per 
cent from state and federal aid. 


THE BUDGET'S $14.4 million site and 


construction fund includes the sale of $5 
million in bonds which must be approved 
next month in a $22 million bond referen- 
dum for school construction. About 91 
per cent of the revenue in the fund 
comes from the sale of bonds, with the 
remainder from investments. 


The budget recently was criticized by a 


Dlst. 211 teachers' union official, who 
said It contains "loose capital." 


Board Pres. Robert Creek, in explain- 


ing tho budget Thursday, said it is 
"sound" and complimented the district's 
business manager, James Slater, for 
"good budget planning." 


Dlst. 2H's revenue increased this year 


duo to an increase in assessed value of 
property. This year's assessed value is 
estimated at $637 million, compared to 
$508 million last year. 


The district has reduced its tax rate 


for next year by four cents to $2.61 per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


The budget provides for growth in en- 


rollment of about 9 per cent and the hir- 
ing of about 50 additional teachers.

Miller project 
to pave entry 
to Palatine Twp.?

The request by Miller Builders Inc. for 


I annexation to Buffalo Grove of a largo 
• development west of the village has 
; opened a pathway for growth into Polo- 
• tine Township for Buffalo Grove. 
• 
Village officials Thursday, however, 


cast doubt on any such speculation, say- 
Ing tho annexation of a sizeable chunk of 
unincorporated Palatine Township Is not 
In their plans for tho near future. The 
area contains several high density multi- 
family subdivisions. 


Questions concerning the possible an- 


nexation of those subdivisions came 
Thursday after Miller Builders unveiled 
plans for a Lake County housing devel- 
opment and said It would seek to have 
the site annexed to Buffalo Grove. 
TF THE VILLAGE chooses to take In 
tho area, a cluster of Palatine Township 
developments would become contiguous 
to and could bo legally annexed to Buf- 
falo Grove. 


Village officials indicated, however, 


they had not considered the matter and 
probably would not try to annex that 
area even If they do approve the Miller 
development. 


"I hadn't given It much thought," Vil- 


lage Pros. Gary Armstrong said Thurs- 
day. "It's not by any stretch of the Imag- 
ination a design to domino our way to 
wherever." 


He mentioned tho village would prob- 


ably not even consider annexing the de- 
velopments, "unless they came to us 
first," adding that other problems such 
as provisions for police and fire service, 
along with sewers and utilities would 
have to be considered. 


IP ALLOWED by tho village, Miller 


will build a -Its-unit development on the 
149-ncre site. Plans call for 308 detached, 
single-family houses and 107 lownhouses 
with construction to begin possibly next 
year. 


The proposed Miller site Is located east 


of Old Hicks Road, about one-quarter mile 
west of Schaffcr Road between Old 
Checker Road and the Cook-Lake County 
boundary line. Tho development would 
be complete in five years, said Jerry 
DcGrazla, a Miller company land-plan- 
ning director. 


Tho slto is not contiguous to village 


boundaries currently, but could be an- 
nexed through a 600-foot wide strip of 
land running cast to Arlington Heights 
between Checker Road and the county 
line. 


Tho strip runs across tho Popp family 


farm property and would connect the vil- 
lage with tho Miller site. 


In turn, tho southwestern portion of the 


Miller property would connect with the 
Los Haciendas development in Palatine 
Township, east of Hicks and south of 
Nichols Road. 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Mgr. Dan- 


Icl Larson said that annexation of the 
four subdivisions, including Ivy Glen, 
Kassuba Trace and Hidden Creek, would 
not bo a "benefit" to the community de- 
spite tho potential of a hefty Increase in 
tho village tax base. 


He said the area Is served by a private 


utility system that the village would have 
to purchase If Buffalo Grovo were to 
take In those developments. 


Pointing to population projections that 


show tho area growing to 30,000 residents 
in the next several years, Larson said 
there may be advantages to seeking an- 
nexation of tho four subdivisions. From 
"an economic standpoint," It would bring 
in extra revenues from state motor fuel 
and sales taxes. 


"But from a geographic standpoint, 


does It make logical sense and would the 
benefit to tho community be that great?" 
he asked. 


"We want to grow in an organized, 


controlled fashion," Larson said. "It 
costs money to provide services." 


IF THE TERRITORY is to be annexed 


at all, Carson thinks it should be taken 
Into Arlington Heights or Palatine saying 
those communities would be better ablo 
to provide water and sewer services. 


Another reason for not annexing is be- 


cause tho area already is part of High 
School Dist. 211 and Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Elementary School Dlst. 15,

Johnston said The Bridge will conduct

Larson said. Neither district serves Buf- 
falo Grove at present. 


Palatine Village Pros. Wendell E. 


Jones disagreed, however, saying if resi- 
dents there want to annex, they should 
annex to Buffalo Grove. 


"Hhis would be the logical thing for 


Buffalo Grove to do," he said. "If I lived 
in Buffalo Grove, I would think it was 
tho thing to do to help the tax base and 
increase the sales tax revenue." 


THE PALATINE MASTER plan cites 


Dundee Road as its logical northern ex- 
tension taking in a few areas of Lake 
Cook Road, but mostly for the purpose of 
planning roads and schools, Jones noted. 


Larson declined to speculate on how 


the village would eventually vote on the 
Miller plan because full details of the 
proposed development have not been pre- 
sented. 


Miller officials revealed their prelimi- 


nary building plan for the land to the 
Buffalo Grove Plan Commission Wednes- 
day night. 


Public hearing dates before the plan 


commission and the village board on de- 
tails of the Miller plan are pending.

Dundee Road bridge bid 
of $1.6 million submitted

The Illinois Dept. of Transportation 


has received a $1.6 million bid for a new 
Dundee Road bridge over Northwest 
Highway in Palatine Township. 


The project is intended to replace the 


current bridge within a year. The site 
has been the scene of numerous acci- 
dents. 


Tho project involves tearing down the 


present bridge and replacing It with a 
three-span structure, said Roy Fonda, 
north area traffic engineer for the state 
transportation department. The new 
bridge will have turn lanes separate 
from the traffic lanes, longer exit and 
entrance ramps connecting the bridge 
with Northwest Highway, and better 
lighting for safety, Fonda said. 


The state has received a low bid from 


E. M. Mclahn Construction Co., Algon- 
quin, of $1,608,000, some $2,000 more than 
tho estimated cost of the project. A be- 
ginning date for construction is expected 
to be set within two weeks, said Yngve 
Bloomquist, project engineer. 


Officials described the project as part 


of a general Dundee Road improvement 
plan for which public hearings were con- 
ducted three years ago. It is in con- 
junction with the current Dundee Road 
improvement project through Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and Arlington Heights. 


Fonda said the office of traffic control 


has received many reports of accidents 
on the Dundee bridge, most caused by 
"substandard construction of the 
bridge."

discussed at a meeting between village 
and Metropolitan Sanitary District offi- 
cials at 2 p.m. Tuesday at the MSD of- 
fice, 100 E. Erie, Chicago. 


The session was scheduled after MSD 


engineers recommended Palatine 
be 


dropped from the Northwest suburban 
portion of the MSD's tunnel and reser- 
voir plan and be required to finance its 
own sower system. 


MSD engineering studies show In- 


stallation of separate storm and sanitary 
sewers in the 1,010-acre area now served 
by combined sewers would be less ex- 
pensive than connection with the-MSD 
tunnel and reservoir plan. The MSD plan 
is aimed at solving flooding and water 
pollution problems in Chicago and many 
older suburbs by building reservoirs and 
digging tunnels deep underground. 


The estimated cost for Palatine to in- 


stall separate sewers In the older section 
of the village Is $12 million. Village offi- 
cials believe this is too great a burden 
because they would not be eligible for 
state or federal grants, and would have 
to rely on local sewer bonds or local real 
estate taxes.

and Arlington, losing only to Hcrscy. 


"We're hoping they'll be looking be- 


>ond us," head coach Ralph Loscc said. 
"But their coach (Angclo Barro) isn't 
likely to let that happen. 


"I feel we piajed a pretty good game 


against Wheeling." Loscc continued, 
"fliir rum* nhoMFil gome things like get- 
ling off the line quicker that needed work

"Our kids were really up for Wheeling. 


I don't know how up Wheeling was but I 
think It was just n matter of us putting 
everything together and finally Jelling." 


Merely being up for Rolling Meadows, 


though, might not do the trick with the 
Mustangs. Bnrro's team has at least one 
thing going for it which the Cougars 
can't touch and that Is depth. 


Conant will have nine men going both 


ways for them tonight. And to avoid 
starting 10 men on both offense and de- 
fense the leading rusher in the Wheeling 
game. Steve Stompanato, will not be In 
the starting bnckflold. 


"Our entire defense ployed an ex- 


cellent game against Wheeling," Loscc 
said. "If I had to single anyone out on 
the offensive unit it would have to be 
Stompanato. He gained over 100 yards 
for us and he didn't start until the middle 
of the second quarter. 


"Steve Is small (5-1. 125 Ins.) hut he's 


a ballplayer. We told him at the begin* 


nlng of the year that he was a ballplayer 
and that we'd be able to find a place for 
him to play." 


Stompanato was at linebacker for the 


Conant defense that limited Wheeling to 
15 total yards and a pair of firstdowns. 


"We expect a tough ballgame from 


Rolling Meadows," Losce said. "We 
know they'll pass a lot. We haven't con- 
centrated on stopping Brcitbeil (Steve,

Jim Hickey, suffering a stiff neck, should 
be available tonight. 


The patched up Pirates, still without a 


win, nevertheless bring with them a po- 
tent offense, led by quarterback Mark 
McCostlin. The junior flinger is tops in 
the league in total offense and third in 
passing. 


"Our offense, other than the fumbles 


and some other mistakes, has really 
pleased me," said Herstedt. "We're av- 
eraging 20 > jartls per game. But our de- 
fense Is n problem spot. We're not at- 
tacking — we're just sitting still. We 
aren't playing the kind of defense where 
jou can just sit back."

setback at Rolling Meadows last week.

Saxons need 
strong effort 
at Prospect 


Schaumburg's football team will find 


out tonight how valuable a defeat can be. 


When the Saxons visit Prospect (2-1) 


tonight, it will be with last week's 14-0 
loss to Buffalo Grove still vivid in their 
minds.

Schaumburg's MSL record was leveled 


at 1-1 last week, but the Saxons played 
virtually the whole game without first- 
string quarterback Russ Zonca, who was 
hurt on the game's second play. The ju- 
nior signal caller will be back in action 
tonight. 


"He'll be ready to go," said Ferguson. 


"He twisted his ankle and he probably 
could have played some more in the Buf- 
falo Grove game, but we would have had 
too much to lose if he were out for the 
season. He's practically our whole of- 
fense." 


Ferguson admits that his players may 


have been a little overconfident last 
week, but that won't happen again, he 
sajs. 


"We'll be ready for Prospect." the 


coach said. "We know they are a solid 
ball club with a big fullback. They run 
real well and they execute well. 


"And this is a key game. Every game 


from now on will be tough." 


"We're at the crossroads now," ex- 


plained Prospect coach Dave Kecfe 
while still smarting from last week's 27-0 
loss to Hersey. "The season is still young 
enough for us to go out and put together 
a good record and the action is just start- 
ing in our own division with everyone 
still In contention." 


"At the same time," Keefe continued,

same anyway or their crews standing 
around posing for the cameras. 


That might be nice on occasion — in 


color — but hundreds of black-and-white 
yacht pictures just don't grab many 
readers. 


A racing yacht moving steadily In mn- 


jcstlc grace toward the ocean horizon, 
with sails billowing as they catch the 
wind, can be an Inspiring sight — but not 
every day of the week and certainly not 
In black-and-white. 


There were days when you could ex- 


pect from five to 10 America's Cup pho- 
tographs, and you could have switched 
picture captions and nobody would have 
known the difference. 


For the record, the United States yacht 


Courageous scored four straight wins 
with Australia's Southern Cross to win 
the Cup which has been held by the 
United States for 123 years (how's Hint 
for competition) and is considered Ire 
emblem of international yachting su- 
premacy. 


Whistles tooted, sirens shrieked and 


horns blared as skipper Ted Hood

brought his boat across the line to the 
cannon's boom in his first battle between 
aluminum hull 12-meter boats. Sounds 
thrilling. 


The Cup was Inaugurated In 1851, and 


Its first heroes Included some of the most 
Influential money barons of the United 
States, names like the Vandcrbilts, Mor- 
gans. Liptons and SopwUhs. 


Another American, Commodore John 


Cox Stevens, racing his sailing boat 
America to victory over several British 
boats in August of 1851, made the United 
States a world power in yachting com- 
petition. The English, Canadians, Austra- 
lians and French have been perennial 
challengers ever since. 


There is obvious interest in this event 


— somewhere — but I Just can't under- 
stand why there's such a crush of public- 
ity for so long. This is a boat race in the 
horseplayer's sense of the term, and un- 
der the terms dictated by the New York 
Yacht Club it is almost totally devoid of 
competition. 


They splash around for weeks of trials, 


and then the United States scores four 
straight wins and it's all over. Consid- 
ering we've held the Cup for 123 years, 
you might say another victory is hardly 
worth breaking out the champagne. It's 
about as exciting as another win by the 
Harlem Globetrotters. 


There isn't anyone who could convince 


me that this race commands so much 
reader interest that It necessitates send- 
ing reporters and photographers for a 
summer In the sun on the waves of 
Rhode Island Sound. 


Still there are papers and magazines 


that assign one or more staff men to the 
story for the entire summer, publish 
lengthy accounts of the trials leading up 
to a selection of the challenger and de- 
fender, and then use columns of valuable 
space for the predictable results. 


Perhaps they are motivated by the 


mistaken notion that international pride

and prestige arc somehow involved in 
the fortunes of this yacht race. Or 
maybe the publishers are personal 
friends of the skippers. 


Because of the vast complexities of the 


12-meter design and the minute technical 
factors that can affect speed, America's 
Cup racing appears abstruse and esoter- 
ic to the layman. 


The "landlubbers can comprehend a 


licad-to-hcad battle between the United 
States and Australia in the finals, but 
they don't have to accept an Evel Knie- 
vel-type buildup that Is reported with re- 
spectful solemnity that borders on servil- 
ity- 


Most people involved in the America's 


Cup seem to regard it as a giddy mix of 
patriotic duty, holy war and a watery 
ego trip. 


Somehow it seems like a tight little 


world of millionaires who arc getting wet 
at play. 


Don't get me wrong. I'm really not 


jealous because I'm not a millionaire and 
don't own a yacht — or even a canoe. 


If I win the lottery I just could change 


my mind, buy a yacht and go for the Cup 
in a year or two. 


The possibilities are enormous. 
I could take the summer off, talk the 


boss into sending a photographer and re- 
porter to Newport to cover my bid, 
mingle with the other millionaires, be in- 
terviewed by Howard Coscll and Hey- 
wood Hale Broun and ... 


Maybe this America's Cup isn't such 


an overplayed event after all.

lion* haven't solved I.ync'n Lions In 
three tries. Perhaps the aura of Notre 
Dame Is a hit larnlihcil for there Is no 
Holdcn dome in Mies and yellow paint Is 
chipping off the stoplights. 


"Our kids used to look at Notre Dame 


like they were the Green- Bay Packers," 
said Lync. "Now we treat them like any 
other team. The games we've had were 
real dogfights, but we've won." 


Highly ranked In many prep polls and 


holder of a 3-0 record Including wins over 
Kvanston and Ilcrsey, the Lions continue 
their East Suburban Catholic title chase 
at eight o'clock tonight at Notre Dame. 


The Dons, 2-1 with their loss to pow- 


erful St. Laurence, arc co-leaders with 
St. Viator In the ESSC. Notre Dame 
whipped St. Joseph, 29-0, and the Lions 
cleaned up Marlst, 21-0, in last weekend's 
conference openers. Holy Cross and St. 
Francis dcSalcs were also first week 


winners. 


Lync, who admits he does not read 


whatever people write about his club, 
has changed his tune a bit from three 
weeks ago when the new Lions, domi- 
nated by 29 juniors, were expected to 
take their lumps. 


Now, he at least concedes the Lions 


arc capable of beating anybody yet if 
they don't hit, they'll lose. And we've all 
heard that one before. 


"Teams that capture championships 


win even when they play a bad game," 
Lync explained, citing he wasn't much 
impressed with Viator's performance 
against Marist. "Natural ability gets 
them through. I'm not sure yet that 
we're in that category." 


But they're probably getting close. And 


one of the reasons why is John Breen, 
No. 37 in the program but possibly No. 1 
when it comes to versatility.on Viator's 
football squad. 


You can slick John Brecn anyplace on 


both lines of scrimmage, In the back- 
fields or at linebacker. He's been a 
frequent defensive replacement. 


But It's been at fullback that Breen 


makes his largest contribution. He's got- 


ten somewhat lost because Breen's usual 
assignment reads: B-L-0-C-K. And then 
do It again. 


"John Breen is one hitting bleep," said 


Lyne. "You saw the Hersey game and 
the run he made at the end (53-yard TD 
gallop). That's the type of kid he is ... 
pure dedication." 


Breen delivered the key block that 


sprung Bob Walsh loose for on 80-yard 
punt return touchdown in last week's vic- 
tory over Marist. "He hit that guy right 
in the numbers and just blew him back," 
said Lyne. "That block sprung the run." 


Last spring, Breen went out for varsity 


track to Improve his speed. "He didn't 
have a lot of success but worked hard 
and ran all the meets," said Lyne, also 
the school's track coach. 


"John might be a little quicker, but 


he's just a devastating blocker. He's a 
super fullback for our offense." 


Viator is reasonably healthy. They'll 


likely be without split end Jim Thompson 
and Pat Rooney will assume those out- 
side duties. 


Notre Dame has won twice, 21-12 over 


Chicago-Schurz and against St. Joseph, 
since taking that huge opener loss 


against St. Laurence. That was the open- 
er for Schurz and St. Joseph has already 
lost twice. 


The Dons sustained one offensive drive 


while also scoring on two punt returns 
plus one pass interception last weekend. 
Tim Walsh ran kicks back 62 and 47 
yards. He also took a stolen pass 51 
yards. 


The Dons' only drive was about 75 


yards, culminated when Joe O'Donnell 
rushed the last 17. Notre Dame stayed on 
the ground during that series. Quarter- 
back John Cashman did complete passes 
of 12 yards to Tom Convey and 14 to 
Walsh. 


"We're still learning," said Notre 


Dame's Willett. "It's a long, hard and 
• slow job for the players and coaches but 
everything is going real good. The kids 
are doing super. You couldn't ask more 
out of a bunch of young men." 


As much as people Insist they don't 


care about next week, the Lions have de- 
fending league champion Holy Cross in 
the wings for next Friday. 


But the game they're concerned about 


tonight is the one being played at Notre 
Dame. 


Grens, Falcons—battle of unbeatens 


If you ask Don Schnakc why his Elk 


Grove Grenadiers always seem capable 
of beating Forest View, he'll tell you that 
such Is not the case. 


"We don't always beat them," Schnako 


said. "We've had some great games with 
'cm, but I think we've only won the last 
four or so." 


It Is four exactly, in fact. The last time

season tonight at Forest View. He also 
has the added concern of still being un- 
convinced about the quality of his un- 
beaten team. 


"We've looked at the films of the 


Frcmd game," Schnnke said, "and I 
think we looked a little better than we 
had against Addisoh Trail. There weren't 
any surprises though. 


"We've been having a slow time get- 


ting ready for Forest View. They're a 
very diversified team, explosive. It takes 
a long time to get ready for them. 
They've had some real good teams in the 
past and we've had a hcckuva time beat- 
ing them the last few years." 


Lussow seems to have yet another real 


good team In this year's Falcons. Forest 
View has blitzed three opponents by com- 
fortable margins, each time relying on a 
high octane offense. 


"Everything I've heard about Forest 


View," Schnako said, "sounds like they 
can score from anywhere. Pelran (Jim) 
Is an outstanding quarterback and all his 
receivers arc 
fine athletes. Schmidt 


(Nell) especially impressed the scouts." 


Schmidt grabbed five passes for 111 


yards and two touchdowns in the Fal- 
cons' 42-26 win over Palatine last week. 


One thing that will be decided tonight 


is an early-line favorite in the MSL's 


South Division. Don Schnnke, who has 
never been known to play more than one 
game at a time, is hoping that something 
more concrete than a favorite will 
emerge. He'd like to know, if not once 
and for all then at least for a week, just 
how good a football team he has. 


While putting nil those points on the 


board has satisfied Lussow, he keeps re- 
minding Ids team of one item. "Yes, 
we're averaging 36 a game," he said,

Forest View's passing game isn't any 


secret. Quarterback Petran leads the 
league in that department with 19 com- 
pletions In 20 attempts for 288 yards and 
three touchdowns. 


His favorite receiver Neil Schmidt has 


caught seven, but more importantly, has 
averaged 27 yards a reception. At 6-foot-l 
and 185 pounds, Schmidt has shown both 
strength and agility once he hauls in a 
pass. 


"They're giving Jim some time back 


there," Lussow said of the Falcons' of- 
fensive line. "And our backs are doing a 
good job of picking up men on the pass 
rush too." 


Lussow has been employing four run- 


nlngbacks Interchangeably for both vari- 
ety and an opportunity for the pair, not 
on the field, to catch a breather. 


"We've got a lot of people involved on 


this team," he concluded. "It really 
makes a difference in our team morale 
when so many kids are contributing."

Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about fate of her own family, Mrs McGowean collects food and clothing 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The figures are almost beyond com- 


prehension: . perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated In the week since Hurricane Fifi 
slashed across the Central American 
country about the size of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and are now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E. Crabtree, is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


ized I was getting nothing done," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor in Mount Prospect, Edle Eirich. 
Mrs. Eirich began making telephone 
calls. 


"I couldn't believe it. In four hours 


they had filled two station wagons with 
clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken 


to the Honduran Consulate in Chicago, 
but Mrs. McGowean's efforts and tli" 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers dL 
not stop. By Wednesday night the en- 
trance to her home was again being 
filled with clothing and canned goods. 


"The people are so beautiful. Members 


of the Christian Church of Prospect 


Heights called me up to pick up four. 
boxes they had for me, and I've never • 
heard of them before this. Hersey High': 
School officials said they had things for 
U5. too," she said.

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Inflation blamed for increased number of recipients 
Welfare costs, rolls soaring in area 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


A dramatic increase In the number of 


Northwest suburban residents on welfare 
rolls Is being reported by township offi- 
cials, who say Inflation is the major 
cause. 


Wheeling, Palatine and Schaumburg 


townships have been hit hardest by per- 
sons seeking financial aid. 


Wheeling and Palntlno Township offi- 


cials have doubled the amount of gener- • 
al-asslstanco funds to be used for the 
rest of the year. Schaumburg Township 
borrowed money "to keep pace with the 
demand." 


V e r n o n Laubcnstcin, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said "the most 
critical period has been the last several 
weeks because of the economic climate." 
He said there usually is a slowdown in 


welfare applications during the summer, 
but this year, because of the cement 
truckdrivcrs' strike and other economic 
circumstances, the number of persons 
wanting old has risen sharply. 


Elk Grove and Maine Township offi- 


cials also report a significant Increase In 
the number of welfare applicants. 


Wheeling Township Increased Its gen- 


eral-assistance funds to $96,850, almost 
double what was originally appropriated 
for the 1074-75 fiscal year. The township 
has paid $35,364 in general assistance to 
residents since April, the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 


DURING THE PAST four months, the 


township has handled approximately 70 
cases a month, compared with 35 cases it 
handled each month last year, said Jane 
Klntt, director of social services. 


Ford transfers 
Nike-site acreage 
to park district 


President Gerald Ford officially an- 


nounced Thursday the transfer of 52 
acres of the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base, Central and Wilke roads, to the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District. 


The White House announcement ended 


more than a year of waiting by the dis- 
trict to get title to the surplus land, once 
set aside for Navy housing.

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The transfer, one of 21 properties 


turned over to local control under the 
federal Legacy of Parks Program, 
brings the district's holdings at the base 
to 65 acres. Last year, 13 acres outside 
the perimeter fence was deeded over to 
tho parks. 


The Army still retains control of about 


71 acres at the base. The site will be 
used as a 1,000-man Reservist training 
center, according to Army plans. 


THE 52-ACRE TRANSFER had been 


expected for several months by local In- 
terests and legislators ever since the par- 
cel was declared in excess of federal 
needs. 


The office of U.S. Rep. Philip M. 


Crane, R-12th, had announced two weeks 
ago the formal transfer would take place 
this Sunday In a ceremony featuring 
presidential counselor Dean Burch. How- 
ever, It was learned earlier this week 
any ceremony would be postponed until 
after (ho November general elections. 


The military housing once scheduled 


for the 52 acres sparked a political out- 
cry among residents near the base. The 
Citizens Committee for Better Utilization 
of Nike Base, and umbrella group push- 
ing for return of the site to local control, 
enlisted the aid of U.S. Senators Adlai 
Stevenson and Charles Percy as well as 
Crane's In blocking the Navy housing. 
. The park district has been engaged in 
decade-long battle with the Army for 
control of the base. As the headquarters' 
for the 202nd Artillery Group, the Army 
held the site base was vital to the air

Palatine Township doubled the amount 


of Its general-assistance appropriation 
this year in "anticipation of the increase 
in applicants we've experienced," said 
Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor. , 


Palatine township's social worker, Gin- 


ny Johnson, said she does not believe the 
township will need to further increase its 
$39,800 general assistance appropriation 
this year, although she is seeing.more 
than 30 assistance cases each month, 
versus the 15 cases she handled each 
month last year. 


Laubenstein said Schaumburg Town- 


ship budgeted $75,000 for general assis- 
tance this year "In anticipation of poor 
economic conditions" but was recently 
forced to sell tax anticipation warrants 
equalling $30,000 for additional general 
assistance. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem, town- 


ship officials say, is the increased 
amount of time it now is taking for state 
and federal assistance program appli- 
cations to be processed. 


The Social Security Administration 


recently'took charge of what had been 
the state public-assistance system that 
offered old age and disability assistance. 
The changeover has caused some delay 
in the processing of applications, and has 
required the townships to financially sup- 
port recipients for a longer period of 
time, according to township officials. 


Townships offer general assistance on 


a temporary basis until the resident's ap- 
plication Is processed by the state or fed- 
eral assistance agency. The resident re- 
ceives financial support from the town- 
ship for food and living expenses based 


on his needs. When the resident's appli- 
cation has been processed, he receives 
total suppport from the state or federal 
government. 


"We've got more people applying for 


assistance because inflation Is hitting too 
hard, and we have people on township 
assistance longer because of the delay in 
state and federal applications," Miss 
Klatt of Wheeling Township, said. 


"So the township's assistance to the 


resident is going from a temporary one 
to a permanent one, and th elocal gov- 
ernment is responssble for getting the 
funding to do it now," Miss Klatt said. 


PREVIOUSLY, APPLICANTS would 


receive their first ADC check from the 
state within 10 days. During the interim 
period the township would help the wel- 


fare resident pay for his food, rent and 
medical expenses, she said. The amount 
of financial support a resident receives 
depends on the number of dependents'he 
has and his economic situation. 


Now, welfare recipients are waiting 30 


to 45 days for their first welfare check. 
Disabled and aged residents also have 
been slow to receive acceptance into the 
federal government's old age or disabled 
assistance programs "because there has 
been a transition going on between the 
state and federal agencies who administ- 
er the funds," Miss Johnson said. ' 


One woman in Wheeling Township is 


expected to require local general assis- 
tance funds for as long as 10 months be- 
cause her application for federal funds 
will be delayed, Miss Klatt said.

A 17-year-old Palatine youth alleged to 


have Infectious hepatitis while housed in 
the Cook County Jail is free of disease, 
according to a physician at Ccrmak Hos- 
pital.

Baldwin Rd., Palatine, is not Infectious 
and that any liver disease he has is "In a 
very dormant stage." 


Clarke made his statements Thursday 


before Circuit Court Judge Arthur A. Sul- 
livan in Arlington Heights at a prelimi- 
nary hearing on a burglary charge 
against Johnson and two other youths.. 


Johnson and the other youths, Jona- 


than Anderson and Daniel Jensen, were 
bound over to the grand jury for possible 
Indictment on the burglary charges in 
connection with a June 21 vandalism of 
Howard Johnson's Motor Lodge and Res- 
taurant at 920 E. Northwest Hwy., Pala- 
tine. 


Sullivan ruled that there was probable 


cause for the charges against the youths 
in connection with an early morning 
break-In and attempted burglary. 


A PRELIMINARY hearing on another 


charge against Johnson for a June 19

Td hate to see them closed...' 
USO: still a welcome sight for GIs

How valuable Is the USO? According to 


soldiers at the USO Lounge at O'Hare 
Airport, It is almost as welcome a sight 
as a three-week leave for home. 


"The USO was one part of the Navy 


that really helped me out a lot," said 
Itlck Foster, a 20-year-old Navy veteran 
who was making his last official visit to 
a USO facility after being discharged. 


"It's the first place we'd go to wher- 


ever we were stationed to get Informa- 
tion on places to go and sights to see," 
the Oklahoma City native said while 
walling for his flight home. "It's well 
worth Its while because It offers you a 
place to go, especially if you're low on 
funds." 


FOSTER SAID the USO lounge at 


O'Hare Is one of the nicer facilities he 
has seen. Located in the middle termin- 
al, the loungo Is available to soldiers, and 
their dependents, offering entertainment 
and refreshments for passengers be- 
tween flights. 


"The volunteers put in a lot of time1 


and are a great help," Foster said. When 
asked how he would feel if USO stations 
had to close due to lack of funds, Foster 
said It would be a blow to servicemen. 


"I would hate to see them closed be- 


cause the USO Is so helpful to service- 
men, especially when you're away from 
htfmo in a foreign country. I hope it 
keeps going." 


Paul Witil, an IB-year-old Navy man 


with four months' service behind him 
said he makes use of the USO because 


It's a place where he can relax when he 
has nowhere else to go. The USO, Wltzl 
said, is like a "sanction" for a service- 
man. 


BRIAN RUSSELL, an 18-year-old Navy 


seaman, said he can't imagine being in 
the service without having USO facilities 
available. 


"I love the USO. Where would you go if 


It wasn't here," Russell said. "These 
guys would spend all kinds of money if 
the USO wasn't around. I'd hate to think 
of no USDs." 


Patrons at the O'Haro facility include 


women service personnel as well as fresh 
recruits. Volunteers make an extra effort 
to assist newly sworn-ln service person- 
nel, most of whom are on their way to 
and from Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 


Volunteers at the lounge sold most ser- 


vicemen spend some time at the O'Hare 
facility during their layovers at the air- 
port. "It's important for an airport to 
have a USO, especially in a city like Chi- 
cago," one volunteer said. "The USO is a 
welcome spot for soldiers." 


SERVICEMEN constantly stray In and 


out of the USO lounge to watch tele- 
vision, play cards, talk to other service- 
men or get some free food. Volunteers 
said the busiest times at the lounge are 
Friday nights and Sundays when most 
servicemen arc on their way to and from 
stations on weekend passes. 


Not all soldiers make uso of the 


O'Hare lounge, bypassing It to spend 
time by themselves in a waiting area. 


Kevin Dunlap, an 18-year-old Army pri- 
vate from Dubuque, Iowa, sat alone 
Wednesday night in a waiting area of the 
airport terminal within eyeshot of the 
red and white USO sign ahead of him. 


Why didn't he go to the USO lounge? 


"I just got off a plane from a 22'A-hour 
flight from Korea and I'm just waiting 
for the time to pass before my flight 
home," Dunlap said. 


"The USO is in Seoul and we don't get 


to it very often because our division is 
stationed at the DMZ," the soldier said. 
He has spent five months in Korea and 
following his 30-day leave, he will be go- 
ing back to the Asian land. 


DUNLAP SAID although he doesn't 


spend much time at USO facilities, he 
nonetheless is taken aback, as were oth- 
er servicemen, at the possibility of clos- 
ing down USO facilities. 


That threat for the moment is not an 


immediate concern 
for the O'Hare 


lounge with funds available to finance 
operation at least through the end of the 
year. 


Dorothy Conley, director of the O'Hare 


lounge, said the USO conducts a contin- 
uous fund-raising drive because its oper- 
ation is financed entirely by donations 
from private and community organiza- 
tions. 


For the immediate future, at least, 


Mrs. Conley said she Is confident the sol- 
diers' haven at O'Hare will continue to 
have its doors open and provide a place 
for the peacetime soldier to lay down his 
duffel bag.

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Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about fate of her own family, Mrs McGowean collects food and clothing 


by JOE SWICKARO 


The figures are almost beyond com- 


prehension: perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated in the week since Hurricane Flfl 
slashed across the Central American' 
country about the size of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and are now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E. Crabtree, is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


ized I was getting nothing done," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor In Mount Prospect, Edie Eirich. 
Mrs. Eirich began making telephone 
calls. 


"I couldn't believe it. In four hours 


they had filled two station wagons with 
clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get-in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken 


to the Honduran Consulate in Chicago, 
but Mrs. McGowean's efforts and the 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers did 
not stop. By Wednesday night the en- 
trance to her home was again being 
filled with clothing and canned goods. 


"The people are so beautiful. Members 


of the Christian Church of Prospect 


Heights called me up to pick up four 
boxes they had for me, and I've never 
heard of them before this. Hersey High 
School officials, said they had things for 
us, too," she said. 


EVEN AS SHE spoke the doorbell 


rang. A boy was there to drop off some 
more clothing. 


Mrs. Patrick Reilly, a friend of Mrs. 


McGowean's and a native of Spain, said,

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Inflation blamed for increased number of recipients 
Welfare costs, rolls soaring in area

A dramatic increase in the number of 


Northwest suburban residents on welfare 
rolls is being reported by township offi- 
cials, who say Inflation Is the major 
cause. 


Wheeling, Palatine and Schaumburg 


townships have been hit hardest by per- 
sons seeking financial aid. 


Wheeling and Palatine-Township offi- 


cials have doubled the amount of gener- 
al-assistance funds to be used for the 
rest ol the year. Schaumburg Township 
borrowed money "to keep pace with the 
demand." 


V c r n o n Laubcnstcln, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said "the most 
critical period has been the last several* 
weeks because of the economic climate." 
He said there usually Ir a slowdown in 


welfare applications during the summer, 
but this year, because of the cement 
truckdrivcrs' strike and other economic 
circumstances, the number of persons 
wanting aid has risen sharply. 


Elk Grove and Maine Township offi- 


cials also report a significant increase in 
the number of welfare applicants. 


Wheeling Township increased its gen- 


eral-assistance funds to $96,850, almost 
double what was originally appropriated 
for the 1974-75 fiscal year. The township 
has paid $33,364 In general assistance to 
residents since April, the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 


DURING THE PAST four months, the 


township has handled approximately 70 
coses a month, compared with 35 cases it 
handled each month last year, said Jane 
Klatt, director of social services.

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Palatine Township doubled the amount 


of its general-assistance appropriation 
this year in "anticipation of the increase 
in applicants we've experienced," said 
Howard I. Olson, township supervisor. 


Palatine township's social worker, Gin- 


ny Johnson, said she does not believe the 
township will need to further increase its 
$39,800 general assistance appropriation 
this 'year, although she is seeing more 
than 30 assistance cases each month, 
versus the 15 cases she handled each 
month Inst year. 


Laubenstein said Schaumburg Town- 


ship budgeted $75,000 for general assis- 
tance this year "in anticipation of poor 
economic conditions" but was recently 
forced to sell tax anticipation warrants 
equalling $30,000 for additional general 
assistance. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem, town- 


ship officials say, is the increased 
amount of time it now is taking for state 
and federal assistance program appli- 
cations to be processed. 


The Social Security Administration 


recently took charge of what had been 
the state public-assistance system that 
offered old age and disability assistance. 
The changeover has caused some dajay 
in the processing of applications, and naf 
required the townships to financially sup- 
port recipients for a longer period of 
time, according to township officials. 


Townships offer general assistance^.1! 


a temporary basis until the resident's ap- 
plication Is processed by the state or fed- 
eral assistance agency. The resident re- 
ceives financial support from the town- 
ship for food and living expenses based 


on his needs. When the resident's appli- 
cation has been processed, he receives 
total suppport from the state or federal 
government. 


"We've got more people applying for 


assistance because inflation is hitting too 
hard, and we have people on township 
assistance longer because of the delay in 
state and federal applications," Miss 
Klatt of Wheeling Township, said. 


"So the township's assistance to the 


resident is going from a temporary one 
to a permanent one, and th elocal gov- 
ernment -is responssble for getting the 
funding to do it now," Miss Klatt said. 


PREVIOUSLY, APPLICANTS would 


receive their first ADC check.from,the 
state within 10 days. During the interim 
period the township would help the wel- 


fare resident pay for his food, rent and 
medical expenses, she said. The amount 
of financial support a resident receives 
depends on the number of dependents he 
has and his economic situation. 


Now, welfare recipients are waiting 30 


to 45 days for their first welfare check. 
Disabled and aged residents also have 
been slow to receive acceptance into the 
federal government's old age or disabled 
assistance programs "because there has 
been a transition going on between the 
state and federal agencies who administ- 
er the funds," Miss Johnson said. 


One woman in Wheeling Township is 


expected to require local general assis- 
tance funds for as long as 10 months be- 
cause her application for federal funds 
will be delayed, Miss Klatt said.

To overcome behavior problems 
These students get special attention

Not all children are alike. Some have 


extraordinary. 


Not all children ae alike. Some have 


special needs. 


Put an extraordinary teacher in a 


room of students with special needs and 
the result is dynamic. That's one way to 
describe Diane Provo's classroom at 
MacArthur School in Hoffman Estates. 


The 11 children in Mrs. Provo's class 


have, unique social and emotional needs. 
They are referred to the special class by 
teachers In Schaumburg Township Dist. 
54 "who thought they could not be in a 
regular classroom because they're dis- 
ruptive," said Mrs. Provo. They're more 
sensitive than other children, she said. 
They get angry and are easily hurt. 


THERE ARE TWO special classrooms 


for these children In the district. The sec- 
ond is at Schaumburg School. 


Mrs. Provo and her teacher's aide do 


their best to give the children in the 
class individual attention. Dressed in 
jeans and a print shirt, Mrs. Provo sits on 
the floor, tying a child's shoe, and'talk- 
ing about school. One little girl, Step- 
hanie, leans down to give her a hug and 
a kiss. "You're a good girl, Steph," she 
says. 


The children in the class range in age 


from SVs to 9. Most are above average in 
intelligence, said Mrs. Provo. "Other 
kids who are indifferent and aloof sur- 
vive," she said. These children often re- 
act strongly to things going on around 
them. 


The children were sitting in a circle 


during a lesson when two boys started to 
fight. Mrs. Provo watched until the fight 
was over. She sent one boy to his seat 
"to cool off," and told the other boy, 


"It's all right to be angry. He was very 
nasty to you. It's all right." 


MRS. PROVO encourages the children 


to express their anger. "The kids I get 
have never been allowed to express ang- 
er," she said. As a result, they keep their 
feelings bottled up, and when the anger 
is released it's an explosion. "These kids 
get angry and lots of times I think they 
are right." 


When two children argue Mrs. Provo 


tries not to interrupt. They have to learn 
to get along on their own, she said. She 
let the fight between the two hoys go on 
almost unnoticed. "I would have been 
pulling them off each other during the 
entire lesson. It would have disrupted the 
whole lesson because it would be who's 
going to get the last shot." 


But just as the children sometimes re- 


act with anger they often react with af- 


fection. They are "exceptionally kind 
and gentle," said Mrs. Provo. Little 
Stephanie gave the boy in the fight a pat 
on the head to make him feel better. The . 
children approach the teacher many 
times each hour askihg to be noticed and 
loved. 


"I will not force my affections on 


them," said Mrs. Provo. "I will not say 
'Come give me a kiss.'" But the chil- 
dren know she cares deeply about them 
and they know that although she may 
disapprove of their behavior, she never . 
dislikes them. 


MRS. PROVO believes in rewarding 


good behavior in the classroom no maU 
ter how minor it may be. "I believe in 
ignoring the bad. You could spend the 
whole day yelling." One of the ways 
these childen are used to getting the at-

on annexation 


Possible annexation to Schaumburg 


wilt bo discussed today by residents of 
several unincorporated areas south of 
current village boundaries. 


Schaumburg Township South Home- 


owners Assn. will meet to explore the 
idea for the third time In recent years, 
said Charles Lund, president. The meet- 
ing will begin at 8 p.m. at Robert Frost 
Junior High School, 320 W. Wise Rd. 


Results of a recent poll on the subject 


will bo presented, Lund said. Areas sur- 
veyed include approximately 250 homes 
on half acre lots In Sunset Hills, unin- 
corporated areas along Nerge Road, and 
Concord Terrace, a small development 
on Larson Lane. The territory is east of 
Roselle Road and north and south of 
Nerge Road. 
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SCHAUMBURG HIGH SCHOOL will receive a $6.3 
million addition if High School Dist. 211 voters approve 
a referendum Oct. 19, The addition will include a swim- 


ming pool, auditorium, classrooms for music and voca- 
tional education and more cafeteria space. It will also 
increase capacity from 2,100 to 3,000 students. 


$22 million high school vote Oct. 19 


Voters In High School Dist. 211 will be 


asked to finance a sixth high school and 
approve additions lo four high schools.in 
a $22 million bond referendum Oct. 19. 


Dist. 211 architects estimate the cost of 


the projects at $17 million If they were 
all built today, but the amount was set at 
$22 million to cover Increased construc- 
tion cost due to Inflation. Architects say 
the projects will take one to two years to 
complete. 


The two largest items in the referen- 


dum package are the district's sixth high 
school to be built in Palatine and an ad- 
dition to Schaumburg High School. 


The referendum does not include mon- 


ey for remodeling or rebuilding Palatine 
High School. The school, built in 1929, is 
in need of major repairs but the board of 
education put off a decision on its fate 
until next year when officials will have 
better estimates of future enrollment and 
building needs In the district. 


THE SIXTH HIGH school Is scheduled 


to open in 1977 north of the Winston Park 
subdivision of Palatine. The site was 
recently approved for annexation to the 
village of Palatine. About $6.5 million of 
the referendum will go toward the new 
school. 


The sixth high school was approved by 


voters in the last district referendum in 
1970, but due to inflation the school will 
cost more than planned. The $6.5 million 
will be added to the $9 million Dist. 211 
has on hand for the school. 


Teachers weighing new salary offer 


Teachers in High School Dist. 211 will 


decide Wednesday whether to accept a 
salary proposal that would give them a 
7.8 per cent raise in base salary plus a 
$30 bonus this year. 


Carl Finks, president of the Dist. 211 


Education Assn., said teachers will vote 
In the five high schools during lunch 
Wednesday and the votes will be counted 
after school. A meeting of the associ- 
ation's governing board is scheduled that 
evening.

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New budget tops $40 million 


A $40.15 million budget for High School 


Dist. 211 was approved by the board of 
education Thursday night. 


The budget includes a $15,5 million 


education fund, up 30 per.cent, and a 
$4.48 million building fund, up 80 per 
cent. 


Increases in the education fund stem 


from higher teacher and administrative 
salaries and rising costs of instructional 
materials. The fund also includes 
$750,000 for equipment for the district's 
sixth high school, scheduled to open'In 
Palatine in 1977. 


About 67 per cent of the expenses in 


the education fund are salaries and in- 
structional costs. About 63 per cent of the 
revenue for the fund comes from local 
taxes, with 26 per cent derived from 
state and federal aid. 


The increase in the building fund Is a 


result of rising costs of materials, in- 
creased maintenance salaries, construc- 
tion of new special education facilities 
and remodeling of school buildings. 


About 65 per cent of the revenue In the 


fund comes from local taxes and 17 per 
cent frdm state and federal aid.

Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about the fate of her own family, Mrs. McGowean collects food and clothing 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The figures ore almost beyond com- 


prehension: perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated in the •week since Hurricane Flfl 
slashed across the Central American 
country about the size of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there Is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and arc now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E, Crabtree, Is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I Just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


jzed I was getting nothing done," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her 
family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor In Mount Prospect, Edie Eirich. 
Mrs. Eirich began making telephone 
calls. 


"I couldn't believe it. In four hours 


' they had filled two station wagons with 


clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken 


to the Honduran Consulate in Chicago, 
but Mrs. McGowean's efforts and the 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers did 
not stop. By Wednesday night the en- 
trance to her home was again being 
filled with clothing and canned goods. 


"The people are so beautiful. Members 


of the Christian Church of Prospect 


Heights called me up to pick up four 
boxes they had for me, and I've never 
heard of them before this. Horsey High 
School officials said they had things for 
us, too," she said. 


EVEN AS SHE spoke the doorbell 


rang. A boy was there to drop off some 
more clothing. 


Mrs. Patrick Reilly, a friend of Mrs. 


McGowean's and a native of Spain, said,

A dramatic Increase In the number of 


Northwest suburban residents on welfare 
rolls Is being reported by township offi- 
cials, who say inflation is the major 
cause. 


Wheeling, Palatine and Schaumburg 


townships 'have been hit hardest by per- 
sons seeking financial aid. 


Wheeling and Palatine Township offi- 


cials have doubled.the amount of gener- 
al-assistance funds to be used for the 
rest of the year. Schaumburg Township 
borrowed money "to keep pace with the 
demand." 


V e r n o n Laubcnstein, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said "the most 
critical period has been the last several 
weeks because of the economic climate." 
He said there usually Is a slowdown in 


welfare applications during the summer, 
but this year, because of the cement 
truckdrlvcrs' strike and other economic 
circumstances, the number of persons 
wanting aid has risen sharply. 


Elk Grove and Maine Township offi- 


cials also report a significant increase in 
the number of welfare applicants. 


Wheeling Township increased Its gen- 


eral-assistance funds to $96,850, almost 
. doubloL.what. was .originally appropriated 
for the 1074-75 fiscal year. The township 
has paid $35,364 in general assistance to 
residents since April, the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 


DURING THE PAST four months, the 


township has handled approximately 70 
cases a month, compared with 35 cases it 
handled each month last year, said Jane 
Klatt, director of social services.

With a book collection of 72,397 when 


the comparison was made, the Mount 
Prospect library has 1.5 books for each 
village resident. The standards call for 
3.5 books per resident or a total of 162,837 
for the village's population of 46,525. This 
means the Mount Prospect library has 
less than half the standard number of 
books. 


For much the same reason — lack of 


adequate shelving space — the library is 
adding only 6,767 books a year rather 
than the required 11,400 to 16,300 books a 
year. 


LIBRARIAN MARY JO Hutchlngs 


said, "There is no space now." She 
added that if the library were to call in 
all the books in circulation, there would 
be no room. "Our increased circulation 
is what keeps us going." 


The library's 1,515 recordings and 220 


tapes fall short of the 2,500 total required 
by the state standards. 


As for space, the 14 E. Busse Avc. li- 


brary building has only 12,500 square 
feet, which is far below the called-for 
30,241 square feet. The library also lacks

School custodians get 
9.98% pay increases 


Custodians in Prospect Heights Dist. 23 


received salary raises averaging 9.98 per 
cent according to the 1974-75 agreement 
approved by the board of education 
Wednesday night. 


The annual storting salary under the 


new agreement is $8,195. Other custo- 
dians received raises between $745 and 
$1,000 for this year. The agreement is 
retroactive to July 1,1974. 


The custodians union, Local 11 of the 


Service Employees Union of the AFL- 
CIO, had approved the agreement earlier 
this month. 


Palatine Township doubled the amount 


of its general-assistance appropriation 
this year in "anticipation of the increase 
in applicants we've experienced," said 
Howard I. Olscn, township supervisor. 


Palatine township's social worker, Gin- 


ny Johnson, said she does not believe the 
township will need to further increase its 
$39,800 general assistance appropriation 
this year, although she is seeing more 
than 30 assistance cases each; month, 
versus the 15 cases she handled each 
month last year. 


Laubenstein said Schaumburg Town- 


ship budgeted $75,000 for general assis- 
tance this year "In anticipation of poor 
economic conditions" but was recently 
forced to sell tax anticipation warrants 
equalling $30,000 for additional general 
assistance. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem, town- 


ship officials say, is the increased 
amount of time it now Is taking for state 
and federal assistance program appli- 
cations to be processed. 


The Social Security Administration 


recently took charge of what had been 
the state public-assistance system that 
offered old age and disability assistance. 
The changeover has caused some delay 
in the processing of applications," and has 
required the townships to financially sup- 
port recipients for a longer.period of 
time, according to township officials. 


Townships offer general assistance on 


a temporary basis until the resident's ap- 
plication is processed by the state or fed- 
eral assistance agency. The resident re- 
ceives financial support from the town- 
ship for food and living expenses based 


on his needs. When the resident's appli- 
cation has been processed, he receives 
total suppport from the state or federal 
government. 


"We've got more people applying for 


assistance because inflation is hitting too 
hard, and we have people on township 
assistance longer because of the delay in 
state and federal applications," Miss 
Klatt of Wheeling Township, said. 


"So the township's assistance to the 


resident is going from a temporary one 
to a permanent one, and th elocal gov- 
ernment is responssble for getting the 
funding to do it now," Miss Klatt said.

any meeting room, while a minimum of 
600 square feet of public meeting areas Is 
asked for by the standards. 


"When the new building Is built we will 


definitely give attention to the stan- 
dards," Mrs. Hutchlngs said. The stan- 
dards will have to be met if the library is 
to qualify for most types of federal aid. 
The new library Is being planned for the 
Central School property, Main Street and 
Central Road. The total proposed cost is 
$3.2 million, which includes $675,000 for 
purchase of the land. 


"WITH REGARD to the book collec- 


tion, we could not reach the standard im- 
mediately," Mrs. Hutchlngs said. She en- 
visions a five-year program of Increased 
book buying to reach the standard.

The standards also indicate 31 full-time 


employes, not including maintenance 
personnel.

How valuable is the USO? According to 


soldiers at the USO Lounge at O'Hare 
Airport, it is almost as welcome a sight 
as a three-week leave for home. 


"The USO was one part of the Navy 


that really helped me out a lot," said 
Rick Foster, a 20-year-old Navy veteran 
who was making his last official visit to 
a USO facility after being discharged. 


"It's the first place wo'd go to wher- 


ever we wore stationed to get informa- 
tion on places to go and sights to see," 
the Oklahoma City native said while 
waiting for his flight home. "It's well 
worth its while because it offers you a 
place to go, especially if you're low on 
funds." 


FOSTER SAID the USO lounge at 


O'Hara is one of the nicer facilities he 
hns seen. Located In the middle termin- 
al, the tounjto Is available to soldiers and 
their dependents, offering entertainment 
and refreshments for passengers be- 
tween flights. 


"The volunteers put In a lot of time 


and are n great help," Foster said. When 
r-kct! how he would feel If USO stations 
had to close due to lack of funds, Foster 
snld It would be a blow to servicemen. 


"I would hate to sec them closed be- 


came the USO Is 10 helpful to service- 
men, especially when you're away from 
home in a foreign country. I hope It 
keeps going." 


Paul Witzl, an 18-year-old Navy man 


with four months' service behind him 
snld ho makes use of the USO because 


it's a place where he can relax when he 
has nowhere else to go. The USO, Witzl. 
said, is like a "sanction" for a service- 
man. 


BRIAN RUSSELL, an 18-year-old Navy 


seaman, said he can't imagine being In 
the service without having USO facilities 
available. 


"I love the USO. Where would you go If 


It wasn't here," Russell said. "These 
guys would spend all kinds of money if 
the USO wasn't around. I'd hate to think 
of no USOs." ' 


Patrons at the O'Hare facility include 


women service personnel as well as fresh 
recruits. Volunteers make an extra effort 
to assist newly sworn-in service person- 
nel, most of whom arc on their way to 
and from Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 


Volunteers at the loungo said most ser- 


vicemen spend some time at the O'Hare 
facility during their layovers at the air- 
port. "It's important for an airport to 
have a USO, especially in a city like Chi- 
cago," one volunteer said. "The USO is a 
welcome spot for soldiers." 


SERVICEMEN constantly stray in and 


out of the USO lounge to watch tele- 
vision, play cards, talk to other service- 
men or get some free food. Volunteers 
said the busiest times at the lounge are 
Friday nights and Sundays when most 
rervlccmen are on their way to and from 
stations on weekend passes. 


Not all soldiers make use of the 


O'Hare lounge, bypassing it to spend 
time by themselves In a waiting area. 


Kevin Dunlap, an 18-year-old Army pri-. 
vate from Dubuque, Iowa, sat alone 
Wednesday night in a waiting area of the 
airport terminal within eyeshot of the 
red and white USO sign ahead of him. 


Why didn't he go to the USO lounge? 


"I just got off a plane from a 22%-hour 
flight from Korea and I'm just waiting 
for the time to pass before my flight 
home," Dunlap said.

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Honduras tragedy hits home; woman takes up cause 


While awaiting word about the fate of her own family, Mrs. McGowean collects food and clothing

The figures are almost beyond com- 


prehension: perhaps more than 1,000 
dead and hundreds of thousands facing 
the Imminent threat of death by star- 
vation. 


The horror of Honduras continues una- 


bated in the week since Hurricane Fifi 
slashed across the Central American 
country about the size of Pennsylvania. 


For one Arlington Heights resident, 


there Is the agony of not knowing wheth- 
er her family, 13 brothers and sisters, 
and parents, survived the storm and 
floods and are now being fed. But Maria 
McGowean, 1014 E. Crabtree, is doing 
more than just waiting for word from 
her homeland. 


"When I heard the storm hit my home, 


I just sat in front of the television for two 
days waiting for the news. Then I real- 


ized I was getting nothing done," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


UNABLE TO CONTACT her 
family, 


she confided in a friend and former 
neighbor in Mount Prospect, Edie Eirich. 
Mrs. Eirich began making telephone 
calls. 


"I couldn't believe It. In four hours 


they had filled two station wagons with 
clothes and my house had so much food 


you couldn't get in the front door," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


That first collection Monday was taken 


to the Honduran Consulate in Chicago, 
but'Mrs. McGowean's efforts and the 
goodwill of neighbors and strangers did 
not stop. By Wednesday night the en- 
trance to her home was again being 
filled with clothing and canned goods.

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Inflation blamed for increased number of recipients 
Welfare costs, rolls soaring in area

A dramatic increase in the number of 


Northwest suburban residents on welfare 
rolls is being reported by township offi- 
cials, who say Inflation Is the major 
cause. 


Wheeling, Palatine and Scheumburg 


townships have been hit hardest by per- 
sons seeking financial aid. 


Wheeling and Palatine Township offi- 


cials have doubled the amount of gener- 
al-assistance funds to be used for the 
rest of the year. Schaumburg Township 
borrowed money "to keep pace with the 
demand." 


V c r n o n Laubcnstcin, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said "the most 
critical period has been the last several 
weeks because of the economic climate." 
He said there usually Is o slowdown in 


welfare applications during the summer, 
but this year, because of the cement 
truckdrlvcrs' strike and other economic 
circumstances, the number of persons 
wanting aid has risen sharply. 


Elk Grove and Maine Township offi- 


cials also report a significant increase in' 
the number of welfare applicants. 


Wheeling Township increased its gen- 


eral-assistance funds to $96,850, almost 
double what was originally appropriated 
for the 1074-75 fiscal year. The township 
has paid $33,364 in general assistance to 
residents since April, the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 


DURING THE PAST four months, the 


township has handled approximately 70 
cases a month, compared with 35 cases it 
handled each month last year, said Jane 
Klatt, director of social services. 


Palatine Township doubled the amount 


of its general-assistance appropriation 
this year in "anticipation of the increase 
in applicants we've experienced," said 
Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor. 


Palatine township's social worker, Gin- 


ny Johnson, said she does not believe the 
township will need to further increase its 
$30,800 general assistance appropriation 
this year, although she is seeing more 
than 30 assistance cases each month, 
versus the 15 cases she handled each 
month last year. 


Laubenstcln said Schaumburg Town- 


ship budgeted $75,000 for general assist 
tancc this year "in anticipation of poor 
economic conditions" but was recently 
forced to sell tax anticipation warrants 
equalling $30,000 for additional general 
assistance. 


COMPOUNDING THE problem, town- 


ship officials say, is the Increased 
amount of time it now is taking for state 
and federal assistance program appli- 
cations to be processed. 


The Social Security Administration 


recently took charge of what had been 
the state public-assistance • system that 
offered old age and disability assistance. 
The changeover has caused some delay 
in the processing of applications, and has 
required the townships to financially sup- 
port recipients for a longer period of 
time, according to township officials. 


Townships offer general assistance on 


a temporary basis until the resident's ap- 
plication is processed by the state or fed- 
eral assistance agency. The resident re- 
ceives financial support from'the-town- 
ship for food and living expenses based 


on his needs. When the resident's appli- 
cation has been processed, he receives 
total suppport from the state or federal 
government. 


"We've got more people applying for 


assistance because inflation is hitting too 
hard, and we have people on township 
assistance longer because of the delay in 
state and federal applications," Miss 
Klatt of Wheeling Township, said. 


"So the township's assistance to the 


resident is going from a temporary one 
to a permanent one, and tli elocal gov- 
ernment is responssblc for getting the 
funding to do it now," Miss Klatt said. 


PREVIOUSLY, APPLICANTS would 


receive their first ADC check from the 
state within 10 days. During the interim 


, period the township would help the wel- 


fare resident pay for his food, rent and 
medical expenses, she said. The amount 
of financial support a resident receives 
depends on the number of dependents he 
has and his economic situation. 


Now, welfare recipients are waiting 30 


to 45 days for their first welfare check. 
Disabled and aged residents also have 
been slow to receive acceptance into tlie 
federal government's old age or disabled 
assistance programs "because there has 
been a transition going on between the 
state and federal agencies who administ- 
er the funds," Miss Johnson said. 


One woman in Wheeling Township is 


expected to require local general assis- 
tance funds for as long as 10 months be- 
cause her application for federal funds 
will be delayed, Miss Klatt said. 


Ford approves Nike-site 
acreage for park district 


President Gerald Ford officially an- 


nounced Thursday the transfer of 52 
acres of the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base, Central and Wilkc roads, to the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District. 


The White House announcement ended 


moro than a year of waiting by the dis- 
trict to get title to the surplus land, once 
set aside for Navy housing. 


The transfer, one of 21 properties 


turned over to local control under the' 
federal Legacy of Parks Program, 
brings the district's holdings at the base

The Army still retains control of about 


7! acres at the base: The site will be 
used as a 1,000-man Reservist training 
center, according to Army plans. 


THE 52-ACRE TRANSFER had been 


expected for several months by local in- 
terests and legislators ever since the par- 
cel was declared in excess of federal 
needs. 


The office of U.S. Rep. Philip M. 


Crane, R-12th, had announced two weeks 
ago the formal transfer would take place 
this Sunday in a ceremony featuring 
presidential counselor Dean Burch. How- 
ever, It was learned earlier this week 
any ceremony would be postponed until 
after the November general elections. 


The military housing once scheduled 


for the 52 acres sparked a political out- 
cry among residents near the base. The 
Citizens Committee for Better Utilization 
of Nike Base, and umbrella group push- 
ing for return of the site to local control, 
enlisted the eld of U.S. Senators Adlal 
Stevenson and Charles Percy as well as 
Crane's in blocking the Navy housing. 


The park district has been engaged in 


decade-long battle with the Army for 
control of the base. As the headquarters 
for the 202nd Artillery Group, the Army 
held the site base was vital to the air 
defense of the Detroit-Chicago Industrial 
and urban corridor. 


THE PARK DISTRICT'S hopes were 


raised this year when funding for the 
Nike program was cut from the federal 
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budget. They received a setback with the 
announced creation of the training center 
on the base. 


The park district has argued that the 


Army does not need the entire 71 acres. 
It submitted a counterproposal to the 
Army calling for a 40-acre training cen- 
ter, with the balance of the land being 
turned over as surplus to them. 


A series of meetings between the local 


factions and the Army have been held to 
negotiate the problem. A meeting, sched- 
uled for this Saturday, was postponed in- 
definitely at the Army's request. The 
Army said it needed more time to gather 
supporting information for its claim to 
the 71 acres. 


The park district plans to build a $1 


million golf course, to be financed 
through a referendum, on the site. The 
course, which .would Include flood-control 
measures for the village, would be used 
to increase the park acres-per-population 
ratio and hopefully would generate 
needed money for the' financially trou- 
bled district, officials have said.

He said he appreciates the 
community's desire to maintain a rural 
atmosphere, but said growth around the 
district makes it part of a large city 
area.

abilities of kindergartners

Whllto these tasks ore enjoyable 


games to the 3-year-olds Involved, they 
have token on an added meaning this 
year in Arlington Heights Dist. 25. 


The district has embarked on a pro- 


gram of testing all kindergartners in on 
attempt to identify not only special learn- 
ing problems In the youngsters, but spe- 
cial learning abilities as well. 


"The whole Idea of the program Is to 


Identify both strengths and weaknesses, 


without labeling a child in any way," 
said Kay Halnes, the district's diagnosti- 
cian In learning disabilities. 


In a two-day scries of tests, students 


are examined for language ability, gross- 
motor skills, fine-motor skills, auditory 
and listening skills and visual areas. Rat- 
ings of one to five are given in more than 
a dozen individual tests. 


IF A STUDENT fails or does poorly in 


one or two areas, it doesn't necessarily 
mean a problem. "May be he just wasn't 
paying attention at the time," Mrs. 
Halnes said. 


However, if several poor ratings show 


a pattern, the child is referred for help. 
The help could range from extra class 
work with the teacher to special sessions 


with a speech teacher or learning center 
teacher. 


Children who have been found to have 


special talents are encouraged in that 
area. "Teachers can use the student's 
ability to allow him to excel and build up 
the child's self esteem," Mrs. Haines 
said. 


By Identifying weak areas right away, 


the program makes the problems easier 
to solve, she said. Mrs. Haines was In- 
volved in the program last year when it 
was run on a pilot basis at four district 
schools. 


The program also helps remove the 


stigma of special testing and help, said 
Mrs. Haines. "It just becomes a way of 
life, right from the start."

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Program brain-child of Hugh Brady 
Students choose own history era 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


American history has taken a new 


twist for students at Cooper Junior High 
School. 


They don't have to start with the 


founding of America and hope to get 
through the mass of material to the 20th 
Century. Instead students get to choose 
what areas of American history they 
.want to concentrate on for study during 
the year. 


Course options include classes on the 


Civil War, the wars from the Spanish- 
American War through Vietnam, the his- 
tory of Illinois and social protest. The 
only requirement for the eighth grade 
history students is a nine-week course on 
Die Constitution and American Revolu- 
tion. 


The history clectlvcs program Is the 


brain-child of Hugh Brady, a social stud- 
ies teacher at Cooper, and the result of 
work by the teachers In the department. 


"It's impossible to get through 400 


years of U.S. history," said Lou Kcgel, 
social studies teacher. "We never got to 
modern time — never got to the inter- 
esting stuff." 


STUDENTS HAVE American history 


In grades 5, 8 and ll.Brady said because 


students cover the full span of American 
history in at least two other grades, 
teachers at Cooper decided to offer them 
an opportunity to specialize in their 
areas of Interest. 


Getting into interesting details about 


American history is the core of the pro- 
gram, said Brady. Each student selects 
three areas of concentration besides the 
Constitution. 


"Teachers sat down and chose the 


areas for courses," he said. "This lets 
teachers teach areas of strength. When a 
teacher is teaching something he's not 
strong in, he gets tied to the textbook." 


THE TRADITIONAL approach often 


locked teachers into using the textbook, 
ho said. The new approach encourages 
and requires teachers and students to 
use other materials and a variety of re- 
sources. ' 


Reuben Conrad, coordinator of social 


sciences for High School Dlst. 214, said 
the education trend in history is to teach 
by subject areas rather than following 
the sequence of historical events. 


"The probclem with the sequence is 


students get the same thing over and 
over again," Conrad said. "It's just a 
repetition and'the topic is so extensive 


that no one is going to cover It all in 
depth." 


He said teachers are using topic areas 


such as the wars or social protest to 
have students learn the facts. Studies 
show that after about four years students 
forget 95 per cent of the facts taught 
them through the traditional sequential 
method, he added. 


With the new method of teaching, stu- 


dents might remember more of the facts 
because they can tie them in with a topic 
of Interest and relate the sequence of 
events better. 


TEN DIFFERENT courses are being 


offered at Cooper this year. The students 
•received information about the program 
the first day of school and selected which 
courses they wanted to take during the 
year. Most students received their top 
choices, said Brady, although one tradi- 
tional class was scheduled because some 
students couldn't'fit the new program 
•into their schedule. 
. The courses follow a format similar to 
a college curriculum where students 
have in-depth study in their areas of In- 
terest. And most of the youngsters 
seemed to enjoy it after the first two 
weeks.
